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Chinese Mass 
For Showdown 
At Changchun 


NANKING, May 24—(’)—Com- 
munists cut the Peiping-Mukden 
Railroad at several points south 
of the Great Wall Friday night, 
again severing the Nationalist 
lifeline to Manchuria as fighting 
continued around Changchun. 

The Reds appeared to have re- 
entered or retaken Kungchuling, 
35 miles south of the Manchurian 
capital, Nationalist dispatches re- 
ported. 

The Communist forces Friday 
captured the famous prewar Sum- 
mer resort of Peitaiho, near the 
Great Wall, and the nearby rail 
station of Nantatzu. 

Port Chinwangtao is under at- 
tack or may have fallen to the 
Reds. 

Both Peitaiho and Chinwangtao 
are former bases of American 
Marines. 

One report described hot fight- 
ing inside Kungchuling and an- 
other said that the Communists 
were erecting defense works here. 

Beleagured Changchun still was 
encircled by the Communist forces 
and attackers broke into the 
northern suburbs, but the city’s 
main power plant—a coveted Red 
objective—was said to be still in 
the hands of the Nationalists. The 
Communists previously had block- 
ed rail reinforcements, cutting 
the line from Peiping in several 
places. 

A big battle was reported in the 
making north of Mukden with 
both sides gathering strength for 
the struggle, on which the ulti- 
mate fate of Changchun may 
largely depend.

| prosperous, notables and little 
people have spoken of “the lift” 
they got at the shrine, especially 
from the great life-like statue of 
Lincoln. 

Among 50,000 witnessing the 
dedication were Robert T. Lincoln, 
son of the President, and veterans 
who had fought on both sides in 
the War Between the States. Men 
in Confederate gray, watching 
men in Federal blue present the 
colors at the dedication, could see 
the mansion of Robert E. Lee in 
Arlington National Cemetery 
across the Potomac. 

The memorial was designed by 
Henry Bacon, New York architect 
who died in 1924. It cost $2,949.,- 
000. Although the Lincoln statue 
is rated one of the world’s master- 
pieces and a priceless heritage of 
the American people, it cost only 
$88,000. Six years were spent in 
its creation and execution. 

Members of the family of Daniel] 
Chester French, who designéd and 
modeled the statue, have said he 
made no profit on it. The carving 
of the Lincoln statue was done by 
the six Piccirilli brothers in their 
shops in New York, where French 
also worked. It was carved out of 
28 blocks of Georgia white marble 
so adroitly joined together they 
appeared as one huge monolith. 
The gifted Piccirilli brothers of 
10 worked in relays on the same 
part of the statue. For a year and 
a half 27 highly-trained men of the 
Piccirilli staff were constantly on 
the job. 

Some people knee] at the foot of 
the statue. Guards say 99 percent 
of the visitors are very reverent. 

More people visit the Lincoln 
Memorial than any other monu- 
ment in the capital. The Washing- 
ton monument is second in popu- 
larity. The peak number of visi- 
tors to the memorial was 1,186,327 
in the travel year of 1941. In the 
same period some 813,000 people 
visited the Washington Monument. 

The colonnade of States on the 
exterior of the memorial symbol- 
izes the union of the United States 
of America. The memorial bridge 
across the Potomac, connecting 
Washington with Virginia, symbol- 
izes the reunion of the North and 
South. Jt leads directly to Arling- 
ton National Cemetery, where lie 
those, who, as Lincoln said, “Gave 
the last full measure of devotion.”

Police said the cord had not 
been discovered before because of 
the thick foliage which hid it from 
view. Police theorized a body 
‘could also have hung unnoticed in 
the foliage. 

Chief Ellis said the height of 


the limb indicated that the body 
could have been swung to the tree 
by one person. The limb is about 
six feet from the point in the 
creek where the body was found.

The police investigation thus 
far, Ellis said, is taking the nor- 
mal course of a homicide probe 
where no witnesses were present 
when the slaying was committed. 
He pointed out County officers 
have worked night and day comb- 
ing the area for a fiber of cloth 
or a footprint or any other tangi- 
ble piece of evidence. 

County officers also have ques- 
tioned and requestioned friends of 
the couple as well as 40 or 50 
Negro and white workmen em- 
ployed in recent months to re- 
convert the landmark mill into a 
home. 

While certain facts are being 
withheld for the time being, El- 
lig earlier summarized the prog- 
ress thus far: 

Mrs. Refoule died of strangula- 
tion, either by the heavy border of 
the bib apron she wore while iron- 
ing the afternoon of May 14, or 
a length of cord or small rope. 

She died before her body was 
placed in the creek, since her head 
was submerged under the swirl- 
ing waters and the medical exami- 
nation revealed no water in her 
lungs. 

Ellis is certain the body was 
wrapped in a blanket or heavy 
cloth before being carried from 
the home to the creek, since the 
dim path is lined with briars and 
brambles and it would be prac- 
tically impossible to carry a body 
over the path without leaving 
scratches on the arms or legs. 

The theory she might have been 
killed while walking in the woods 


near the home has not been dis- 
| carded, although police have failed 
to find evidence of a struggle in 


the area. The fact that an electric 
iron was on and hot on the second- 
story bedroom and a stack of fresh- 
ly ironed clothes was found nearby 
indicated she was attacked in the 
home. 

The position of the body in the 
creek indicated that the body had 
been laid down carefully instead 
of being tossed into the creek bed, 
Ellis declared. It was partially un- 
clad, although the clothing had 
not been torn or greatly dlisar- 
ranged. 

A square knot in the shoe laces 
tying the feet together indicated 
the attacker had Navy or Boy 
Scout training, Ellis said. 

An examination by Dr. Jones 
revealed the possibility she had 
been criminally attacked, Ellis 
said. 

Although Mrs. Refoule’s rings 
and watch were missing, Ellis is 
not willing to accept a burglary 
motive. He pointed out that noth- 
ing else, except a cheap camera, 
was taken and also said such an 
intruder in all probability would 
have fled the house, leaving the 
body where it lay. 

Statements have been obtained 
from several persons in connection 
with the investigation, the chief 
continued, although he would not 
reveal the nature of the state- 
ments. He also would not com- 
ment on several bits of evidence 
brought in by County detectives 
and turned over to Dr. Jones for 
examination. 

The chief, a veteran of 22 years 
police service, including a num- 
ber of years as first assistant chief 
in Atlanta, has been quietly build- 
ing his case. He has directed the 
probe mostly from his office, 
working through Asst. Chief E. G. 
Fitzgerald and Capt. Fred Brad- 
ford, of the detective bureau. 

As an extra precaution, Ellis has 
doubled the police patrol in the 
Northwest area and also secured 
three cars manned by deputy sher- 
iffs to patrol the area at night. 
He explained the purpose of this 
was two-fold: First, to take no 
chances that a maniacal killer 
would strike again. And, second, 
to quieten the nerves of Northside 
residents who have been thorough- 
ly frightened by the awesome 
murder.

LONDON, May 24—(UP)—Henry George Charles Lascelles, 64, 
sixth Earl of Harewood, brother-in-law of King George VI and the 
first commoner to marry a member of the present royal family, 
died Saturday of heart trouble and bronchial asthma, 


He suffered a severe chill Fri- 
day night and became uncon- 
scious, dying at Harewood House, 
near Leeds, Yorkshire. He is sur- 
vived by his wife, Princess Mary, 
the only daughter of the Queen 
Mother Mary and the late King 
George V, and by a son, Viscount 
Lascelles, 24. 

The Earl, said to have been the 
richest man in the royal family, 
inherited more than £2,000,000 
(now $8,000,000) from his grand- 
uncle, Lord Clanricarde. He and 
Princess Mary were married on 
Feb. 28. 1922. There were rumors 
at the time that his father-in-law 
would bestow a rank in the no- 
bility upon him. Nothing ever 
came of it, however, and when his 
father died, he inherited the lat- 
ter’s title. His father-in-law and 
the Duke of Windsor, another 
brother-in-law, were reported 
never to have approved of him.

(his wife, Jerry) he visited every State in the Nation at least three 
times. Their prewar travels took them into every country in the 
Western Hemisphere except 
two. 

His travels, prior to becom. 
ing a. war correspondent, re- 
sulted in the writing of about 
a million and a half words 
which appeared in a daily syn- 
dicated newspaper column.

time boss, Lee G. Miller, se 
lected 175,000 words from his 
columns for “Home Country.”

This, according to Pyle him- 
self, was his best writing. Re- 
ferring to the warm reception 
given his “Here Is Your War” 
and “Brave Men,” Ernie told 
some of his book publishing 
friends before his departure on 
his one-way trip to the Pacific 
battlefront: 

- I hope some day you 
people will publish a book of 
mine that I like best myself. 
That’s the book with all the 
stuff I wrote before the war, 
the book about my own coun- 
try. About home. That’s the 
best writing I’ve ever done.” 

And Ernie was right. 

Pyle’s writing was unpre- 
tentious and heart-warming. A 
skillful reporter, he was pos- 
sessed of a devouring curiosity 
which led him to stories in the strangest places. One senses that 
he loved life and that he found in his fellow American and his 
country an enrichment to his soul. 

Included in the compilation are two stories about Georgia. One 
concerns his visit with Chase S. Osborn, former Governor of Michi- 
gan, at Possum Poke, in South Georgia, and the other is a report 
of his sojourn with the “polios” at Warm Springs.

PARIS, May 24—(4)—Gen. Lucius D. Clay, Com- 
mander of American forces in Europe, will speak 
Memorial. Day at Hamm Cemetery in Luxembourg, 
where Gen. George S. Patton, Jr., is buried, and the 
Army will pay tribute to soldier dead at other U. S. 
cemeteries in Europe. 

In England, Ambassador Lewis Douglas will place 
@ wreath in the cemetery at Cambridge. Ambassador 
Jefferson Caffery will speak at ceremonies at Solers 
Cemetery, 23 miles southeast of Paris, in the principal 
rites in France. 

No matter how small the cemetery, however, there 
will be Army representation and ceremonies at each 
of the 24 cemeteries in France, four in Belgium, three 
in The Netherlands, one in Sweden, one in Switzer- 
land, three in the United Kingdom and the cemetery 
at Hamm in Luxembourg. 

The Army has no military cemeteries in Germany 


or Austria. 


In Italy there are 14 temporary Ameri- 
can military cemeteries for the dead of World War II. 
They are administered by the American Graves Regis- 
tration Command of the Mediterranean. 
There are six cemeteries from World War I 
France, one in England and one in Belgium. 
American Overseas Memorial 
American Legion and the Veterans of Foreign Wars 
will join in decorating the graves. 
Traditional religious services will be held at 11 
a. m. at the American Cathedral in Paris and Ambas- 
sador Caffery will place a wreath at the tomb of 
the Unknown Soldier at the Arch of Triumph.

The Union reported the vessel 
was on the way to Sandusky,

However, Capt. William T. Keil, 
head of the Detroit Steamboat In- 
spection Service, said the ship had 
picked up a crew of 16 at Sand- 
‘wich, Ont., before setting sail for 
Sandusky, Ohio. 


Capt. Keil added that the Jupi- 
ter’'s captain was “perfectly with- 
in his rights” in taking the ship | 
away. 
| Immediate whereabouts of the 
vessel remained unknown as port 
officials at Sandusky reported it 
had been scheduled to arrive 
there Saturday but this was later 
cancelled. 


Coast Guard officials at Cleve- 
land said the situation would not 
come officially to their attention 
unless the master of the ship files | 
a report that he left port short of | 
men. The Coast Guard added, 
however, that it was “keeping an | 
eye out” for the ship. 

The Union said the strikers took | 
shore leave when the ship docked | 
at Detroit Thursday. When they 
came back to picket the next day, 
they found the Jupiter had moved 
across the Detroit River to Sand- 
wicn. The next morning it was 
gone. 


“All the men’s clothing and oth- 
er personal belongings are 
aboard,” Kearns said.

Dull Stock Deals 
Ends Saturday 
sessions Till Fall 


NEW YORK, May 24—4)— 
After its best recovery week since 
February, the stock market to- 
day turned in a narrowly irregu- 
lar and _ “sluggish performance 
with dealings the slowest in three 
years. 

Assorted pivotals and specials 
made a fair amount of headway 
from the start of the short pro- 
ceedings but many issues limped 
into slightly lower territory. It 
was the final Saturday session un- 
til next October and boardrooms, 
as well as the exchange floor, were 
sparsely populated. Transfers of 
230,000 shares compared with 
980,000 a week ago and were the 
smallest since May 13, 1944. The 
week’s aggregate was 5,657,270 
shares against 6,138,045 in the pre- 
ceding week. 

From Monday on short cover- 
ings and investment demand lifted 
the averages daily. It was the 
first week since last July without 
a single losing session. Purchas- 
ing was based partly on a string 
of pleasing dividends and. earn- 
ings, in addition to the belief that 
the list was substantially over- 
sold.. The sharpest rise in the 
short interest since 1934 also was 
a bidding incentive. Numerous 
custamers, though, continued to 
hold aloof pending more light on 
economic questions, taxes and la- 
bor legislation. 

The Associated Press 60-stock 
composite was unchanged today 
at 60.3 but was up 1.8 on the 
week, widest advance for any like 
period since that ending Feb. 1. 
The day’s market was the narrow- 
est in two weeks. Of 594 issues 
registering, 207 rose and 175 fell. 

Fractional changes in both di- 
rections was the general rule in 
today’s short bond market. Trad- 
ing was extremely quiet even for 
a Saturday, which pointed up the 
fact that today was the jast abbre- 
viated session until next October 
when normal activity is scheduled 
to be resumed after the four- 
month shut down of markets on 
Saturday.

As expected, the House Appropriations 
Committee recommended sweeping cuts in 
the Department of Agriculture’s budget 
for the forthcoming fiscal year. 

More than 380 millions were slashed 
from the $1,188,571,318 requested by the 
President in his budget message. 

Moreover, there is every 
that, in this instance at any rate, the cuts 
will stick. There will doubtless be as 
many indignant objections to the projected 
economies in the Agriculture Department 
as there were to those in the Department 
of Interior. But the latter were rescinded 
largely because they came from pivotal 
Western States which the Republicans, 
who now control Congress, hope to carry 
next year. And the squawks about Agri- 
culture Department cuts will come largely 
from the South, which means they will fall 
on deaf ears in the GOP Conczress.

A partially paralyzed man in an ill-fit- 
ting suit that had seen better days walked 
into the office of the Georgia Tuberculosis 
Association yesterday. With the brief ex- 
planation that his wife had died of tuber- 
culosis in the Alto Sanitorium three years 
ago, he handed clerks a $5 bill for the 
streptomycin fund. 

A few days ago an 80-year-old man sent 
in what he termed a “modest” contribution 
of $1,000. 

From the humblest to the _ highest, 
Georgians have awakened to the fact that 
their contributions, however small or 
large, can aid in enabling fellow citizens

We do think that the projected 117- 
million-dollar cut in conservation 
funds is a mistake. of 
farm-land topsoil has only recently been 
recognized as the great menace to our na- 
tional future which it so irrefutably is.

Screven County's Fine Example 


“A jury of their neighbors looked at 
these men and found themselves mir- 
rored among them, heard the story of what 
they had done and decided there was noth- 
ing wrong in it.” 

That reaction, from The Washington 
Post, is fairly typical of the view which 
outsiders hold of a South in which inci- 
dents such as the Greenville lynch-trial 
travesty can occur. 

Perhaps it is an accurate estimate of us. 

Perhaps the Greenville fiasco, last 
Summer’s Walton County affair and now 
the Jackson, N: C., lynching are indeed, as 
the Charlotte News says, the result of ‘an 
ingrained prejudice” which sits on us all in 
greater or less degree. 

We prefer, however, to think that there 
is another South, an oft-subordinated one, 
to be sure, in which persons are willing 
to see the law take its proper course, re- 
gardless of the race of those involved. 

And every so often there comes a case 


to substantiate that view. 
Last week in Screven County, for in- 
stance, a Negro was apprehended for as 


vicious and brutal an attack on two white 


women as could possibly be imagined. 

Many citizens feared violence follow- 
ing his arrest. 

There was none. 

State Patrol officials ordered extra 
guards to attend his trial, fearing an at- 
tempt to avenge the crime. 

Again there was none. 

The court was orderly. The trial was 
brief but fair. There was no evidence 
of mob spirit. 

The Constitution shares the South’s hu- 
miliation over the spirit typified in the 
Greenville and Walton County outrages. 

And we regret that, because of the no- 
toriety attendant to them, outsiders too 
frequently lose sight of the fact that, as 
was shown this week in Screven County, 
some progress is undeniably being made.

Search Some of the by-products of this were pretty bad. The 

number of pitiful persons who have come knocking 
at newspaper and publisher doors with a story “better than ‘Gone 
With the Wind’” is awe-inspiring.

I have read 
an advance copy. It is the very first war book which answers the 
question, ‘“‘What was it like?”

It is a story so honestly and simply done 
that, without undue adjectives and without any effort at all to be 
dramatic, it is vital and excitingly dramatic. It is the story of 
one foot soldier, a Marine, on Iwa Jima, during the first 12 days 
of that campaign. There are no heroic charges and no effort at 
heroism. It is the stark, naked story of one man in what hap- 
pened to have been the most terrible battle of the war. 

This story makes earlier war stories, replete with “messages,” 
the drawing of morals and preachments about ideals, seem false 
and unreal. I began reading it and kept on while dinner got cold 
on the table despite the fact I had picked it up an hour before 
dinner to appease the pangs of hunger. All feeling left me. I 
could feel only the emotions on the pages. 

Bill Mauldin, who did the jacket, was so impressed he did a 
foreword. You will like it. 

Anyhow, I hope that this is one war book that will be read 
because, as Mauldin says, ‘‘no one should forget war as long as 
there is any possibility of war.” It will be available June 23.

‘Christian Commando’ 
Campaign in London 


While there are, for the statistically-minded, 

reliable figures available on the number of 

. a" church members, of all denominations, in this 

country, as well as. in Britain, there can be no statistics revealing 

the number of true Christians, as distinct from the church mem- 
bership totals. 

We can none of us deny that a sizable proportion of those listed 
as church members are far from genuine Christians. The most 
trusting of the clergy will admit that too many of the regular 
members of his congregation belong to the church only because it 
is the proper, expected thing to do. 

I write these opening paragraphs because they explain a state- 
ment made in a story published in the May 3 issue of ‘Picture 
Post,” an illustrated London periodical. The story referred to deals 
with an intensified 10-day campaign recently waged in London by 
3,000 church men who“call themselves the “Christian Commandos.” 

The first paragraph of the article about this campaign reads: 

“Editorials in national newspapers lugubriously survey the 
mounting record of crime, divorce, juvenile delinquency and moral 
laxity ... the clergy are painfully conscious of lost ground and

membership, it may be approximately correct. In that case, it can 
only be the outcome of estimates made by the worried clergy 
themselves. 

This “Christian Commando” movement in England was launched 
in 1939 at a Methodist Conference in Liverpool. It has become 
sufficiently active to focus a lot of attention since the war in 
Europe ended. Not only the evangelical churches, but the Church 
of England, is formally taking part. 

During the 10-day London campaign the “Christian Commandos” 
made 12,000 appearances, as individuals or in groups. They spoke 
on the streets, in “pubs,” night clubs, theaters and screen studios, 
among other places. They announced their aim as “to establish 
a bridgehead for Christ.” 


It will be impossible to evaluate the results of 
the “Christian Commando” campaign until time 
_ proven whether their appeal had any lasting effect on their 
earers. 

They reported, though, that the most responsive hearers were 
found in the “pubs,” the cinemas and other gathering places in the 
poorer sections of the city. 

“Audiences in East End pubs were friendly and tolerant (pro- 
vided the ‘message’ was kept short and didn’t interfere with the 
drinking)” says the magazine article. ... “Toughest assignments 
were among the more sophisticated and arty folk.” 

One vassing note states that Protestant organizations in America 
have shown that, in evangelical campaigns, it costs an average of 
about $2,000 for every soul saved. The British keep no such statis- 
tics, but concede that their own methods are probably no better 
or more economical in the financial accounting. 

The “Christian Commandos” at least are carrying out the in- 
struction to go into the highways and the byways. As the con- 
cluding sentence in the “Picture Post” articles says, ‘“‘Meanwhile, if 
most London people still find no great quality of personal attrac- 
tion in the church, they, nevertheless, have learned respect for the 
fighting qualities of the Christian Commandos.” : 
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Thou the balances, and found wanting—Dan- 
5:27.

Most Prison Inmates 
Are Church Members 


A preacher who would like to see his prospec 
tive flock decreased instead of increased says that 
if the churches of Georgia fulfilled their obliga- 

tion: he would have no congregation at all. And he would like that. 

If that paragraph sounds confusing, we will hasten to potnt 
out that this preacher is the chaplain of the Georgia State Prison 
at Reidsville. While he wants all the prisoners to attend his chapel 
services, he would like to see the prison bare. 

“The churches of Georgia and the United States are not taking 
care of the spiritual needs of their own congregations, much less 
saving outsiders,” Chaplain Paul Lawrence said. “Most of the mem- 
bers of my congregation here in prison are church members. They 
were members of churches before they got into trouble. They admit 
they never would have gotten into trouble had they continued to 
attend their churches. The church is failing when it does not keep 
its members interested.” 

Lawrence, who headed a junior college’s theology department 
in South Carolina, and preached and taught high school in Georgia 
before becoming chaplain two years ago, believes the church should 
keep the member interested in fundamental religion. He does not 
approve of churches sponsoring bingo games, dances and movies to 
attract attention. } 


+ Virtually 100 percent of the women at 
Prison Churchgoers Georgia State Prison attend the prison 
chapel services. About 200 of the 1,200 men attend the preaching. 
The attitude of the prisoner in church is better than that of “free” 
audiences, Chaplain Lawrence claims. The prisoners have a re 
spectful attitude and are attentive to the sermon. The young chap. 
lain has found no “‘tough guys” in prison; they all have a soft side 
Some members of his prison congregation become teachers in 
churches when they are released. Lawrence has won popularity 
among the prisoners by treating them as “free” men and women 
He doesn’t ‘look down on them” and he doesn't constantly reminé 
them that they are in jail by preaching sermons on “crime does 
not pay’ themes. Were you to hear his sermons, you couldn't tel 
them from those delivered by preachers to churches in cities.

No Call for Planned Migration 


Howard Odum, whose books on the problems:of the South have 
been informing and have won high commendation, seems not to be 
approved in his latest recommendation. In his book, “The Way 
of the South,” he thinks the remedy for the South and for its large 
Negro population is “the migration from the South to all other re- 
gions of perhaps one-half of its total population.” 


Home canning ought to be en- 
couraged.

IN DEFENSE of its rationing of 
sugar, Agriculture says that there 
is only so much sugar and that 
the industrial users have been cut 
as well as everyone else. What 
they do not say is that industrial 
users are now employing more 
syrups, as they are equipped to do, 
as a substitute for sugar. The pro- 
duction of corn syrup has doubled; 
that of cane refiners’ syrup is up 
eight times over pre-war produc- 
tion. These are not rationed. And 
most of this increased production 
is going to industrial and com- 
mercial users of sugar. Further, 
there is no scarcity—at least such 
|a scarcity as we have been asked 
‘to believe. In fact the Cuban 
sugar crop this year is expected 

to be nearly a million tons greater 
'than last year. 


Now that we know most of our 
present ills are caused by youth- 
ful frustrations, it is time to ap 
praise the work of the lowly rad- 
ish as an antidote and anodyne in 
this field, and to award it forth- 
with its proper niche in the hall 
of fame.

In his program, Mr. Odum rec- 
ommends the planned migration 
of about half the Negroes of the 
South to other parts of the coun- 
try.

Kipke is an ardent admirer of Mr. Wallace Butts and tells 
an amusing incident in which the Little Round Man became 

involved during last year’s 

All-Star game at Chicago, 

Butts,. Jim Lookabaugh, of 
Oklahoma A. & M., and Jimmy 
Phelan, of St. Mary's, were assis- 
tant coaches to Bo McMillan, of 
Indiana, with the College Stars. 
Kipke inited them to his home 
for dinner one evening and ar- 

_ ranged for a little fun at the ex- 

pense of Butts. 

Kipke started it by asking 
what offense McMillan 
planned to use against the 
professionals. 

“The T-formation,” replied 
Phelan. 

“That’s odd,” replied Kip- 

ke. “McMillan doesn’t use the 

HARRY KIPKE T at Indiana. Do you, Jim- 

my?” 

“No, sir,” replied Phelan. ‘How about you, Lookabaugh?” 

“Nope. ” said the Aggie coach, “don’t know anything about it.” 

“Well,” said Kipke, “who does?” 

“Butts,” replied Phelan and Lookabaugh in unison. 

Here the little Georgia coach exploded. 

“Yea,” he said, “it's a shame the way folks north of. the 
Mason-Dixon Line pick on us poor guys from Georgia. I’m 
the only one who uses the T-formation. So that’s the system 
they decide to use. Why? Because we'll get beat five or six 
touchdowns and a hundred thousand fans will blame it all 
on me.” 

What Butts failed to add amid the laughter of his listeners was 
that it would work both ways. In the event of an All-Star vic- 
tory, he would receive a majority of the credit. 

Which is exactly the way it turned out. 


: McGill, a Vanderbilt alumnus, engaged 
Yost and McGugin Kipke in conversation about Dan Mce- 
Gugin and Fielding H. “Hurry-Up” Yost. 

McGugin coached Vandy for many years and Yost coached 
Kipke at Michigan. The two were great friends and, naturally, the 
style of football played at both schools was similar. 

“I recall three famous plays of Mr. Yost’s,” McGill re- 
marked. “There was ol’ 83, which I dare say gained more 
yardage and scored more touchdowns than any other one 
play in history. Then there was the Statue of Liberty play 
and finally one called ‘15 yards, Mr. Referee’.”’ 

“What kind of play was that?” asked the somewhat bewildered 
Mr. Tarver, whose sporting background is limited to a substitute’s 
role on the Mercer University poker team several years ago. 

“Those were the days before the huddle,” McGill ex- 
plained, “and plays were started by calling signals. They 
also were the days when a team could elect, up to 15, the 
number of yards it wanted a ball moved in from the sidelines 
after it had gone out of bounds. 

“The captain would say, ‘15 yards, Mr. Referee,’ indicating a 
desire to have the ball placed 15 yards from the boundary. How- 
ever, it was also a signal for a play, and Yost’s team would line up 
and snap the ball before the opposition, which naturally was ex- 
pecting signals to be called, was ready.

“I don't believe as much emphasis is placed on. punting 
as it was in my playing days,” he said. “We frequently 
kicked on third down, using the punt as an offensive weapon, 
as we had a lot of plays run from the same formation. 

“The idea was that 10 yards gained on a kick was just as valu- 
able as the same gained on a run or pass play. 

“Punting is like the game of golf or tennis. It requires 
hours and hours of practice, all year long. Any boy desiring 
to become a good kicker should take balls home with him dur- 
ing vacations and devote as much time possible to practicing. 
This is good advice, especially since it comes from a man who 

once averaged 50 yards on 11 kicks without a yard runback by 
the opposition.

Other emergency recommenda- 
tions were the shortening of bird 
season to Jan. 31: setting back of 
the opening of bird season, to al- 
low more time for the young birds 
to grow; decreasing the daily bag 
limit to ten; setting the price of 
out-of-state licenses to coincide 
with those in neighboring states: 
the legalizing of a certain type of 
net fishing for commercial pur- 
poses; increasing the price of hunt- 
ing and fishing licenses, and a 
split season in North Georgia for 
hunting doves and squirrels, giv- 
ing the hunter about 15 days in 
August for both and then another 
period later in the vear. 
STATE FEDERATION

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George Gives Up Hope 
Of Tax Action Delay 


WASHINGTON, May 24—(UP)—Sen. George, Democrat, Georgia, 
conceded Saturday night that the Senate probably will reject his 
proposal to postpone action on the Republican bill to cut personal 


income taxes. 


The showdown will come Monday. The Senate then will vote 
on George's motion to delay further consideration of the tax bill 


until June 10. 

George said he expected only | 
two, possibly three, Republicans to 
vote for his motion. Democrats 
were reported solidly behind it. 
But they still needed at least five 
Republican votes to put it across. 


Republicans agreed with George 


on the probable outcome of the 


crucial test vote. Chairman Milli- 
kin of the Senate Finance Commit- 
tee said he was confident of de 


feating the motion by a narrow 


margin. 

George indicated he then prob- 
ably would vote for the GOP-spon- 
sored Bill. It would slash personal 
income taxes by from 10.5 to 30, 
percent, beginning July 1. 

He also said he expected the 
House to agree to the Senate re- 
visions. The main difference was 
the effective date. The House Bill 
would make the tax cut retroac- 
tive to last Jan. 1. : 

Republican leaders hoped for 
Senate passage of the Bill before 
the Memorial Day holiday on Fri- 
day. They also expected a quick 
adjustment of differences in the 
Senate and House versions. 

George said this would allow 
ample time for the Internal Reve- 


nue Bureau to start new withhold- 
ing tax schedules %n July 1—if 
the Bill survives a possible Presi- 
dential veto. He said he had not 
been given any indication of 
‘whether President Truman would 
sign or veto it, 

Following the vote on George’s 
motion, the Senate must dispose 
of 26 amendments, most of them 
sponsored by Democrats. Republi- 
cans were certain of defeating all 
of them. 
| The closest fights were expected 
on proposals to increase personal 
exemptions and to make the com- 
munity property provision univer- 

sal. 


» George said he favored extend- 
ing the community property bene- 
fit to residents of all States. But 
he said he thought the change 
should be deferred until a general 
revision of the federal tax system. 
The House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee already has started work 
on such a revision. 

The community property provi- 
sion enables married couples in 10 
States to pay a lower tax by per- 
mitting a husband and wife to di- 
vide equally their aggregate in- 
come for tax return purposes.

If the 
present high cost trends continue, 
they may well result in pricing 
housing construction out of the 
market.’ ”’ 

“Atlanta construction is on a 
treadmill,” the report said, “try- 
ing to catch up with population in- 
creases that this year are getting 
farther ahead of the building pro- 
gram than in 1946. 

“Last year 6,722 dwelling units 
were constructed in this area, with 
about the same number of families 
‘settling here. This year the num- 
ber of new families is expected to 
'be about the same, and construc- 
tion is falling below the 1946 
level.” 

The report said Atlanta’s metro- 
politan population of 550,000 is 
made up of about 149,000 families. 
With an estimated 128,000 dwell- 
ing units available for occupancy, 
there is an immediate need for 21,- 
000 additional white and Negro 
units, with the need increasing.

RNEST TERAH HOOLEY, Eng- 
E land’s “Horatio Alger” boy, has 

reached the end of his fabulous 
rags-to-riches career, at the age of 87, 
as poor as he began. 

The story has a wrong ending 
because it had a wrong start. His 
father, a small lace manufacturer, 
wanted the youth to learn the busi- 
ness from the bottom, as a mill hand 
in his factory at Long Eaton, Derby- 
shire. 

Ernest walked out on his father, 
however, saying that he preferred to 
find something where he could begin 
at the top. He did, too, becoming 
famous, one of Britain’s richest men 
or at least spending like one, not 
only mixing with nobility, but actual- 
ly hiring Peers of the Realm to work 
for him, at $25,000 a year. 

Though many a beauty set her cap 
for “miraculous” Hooley, including 
Lily Langtry, loveliest of them all, he 
remained a bachelor to the finish, 
true to his one great love, money—- 
which finally deserted him. 

Young Ernest did not reach the 
top in one leap. . First he took a job 
with a stock broker in Nottingham 
where he made his first contacts with 
wealthy customers and learned the 
peculiar vocabulary known as “invest- 
ment patter.” The young man seems 
to have had an ideal salesman per- 
sonality, a keen, hawklike face which, 
at the right moment, would melt into 
a big-hearted, benevolent smile. While 
selling securities, he sold himself to 
some of the richest customers. 

That was the age of bicycles and 
other mechanical innovations. One 


25, 


day he induced several small cycle 
manufacturers to combine to avoid 
cutthraat competition. The combine 
was successful and though his cash 
profit was modest, he built a reputa- 
tion from it that was far from 
modest. 

Soon he was on his own, as a pro- 
moter, floating schemes in connection 
with the new industries, each more 
daring than the previous ones. His 
biggest single deal was in 1890 when 
he bought the Dunlop Tyre Company 
for $15,000,000, reorganized it and 
sold $25,000,000 worth of its new 
securities. This venture was a sound 
and permanent success. 

At this point Hooley seemed to 
have reached the limit of his powers. 
His benign smile and golden tongue 
were more persuasive than ever but 
he had only -24 hours a day to use 
them on wealthy investors and so 
much time had to be wasted on social 
functions to meet them. 

He sent out thqusands of brilliant- 
ly contrived letters, but somehow 
they did not get results. How could

he put personality into them? 

Then came his greatest inspira- 
tion, the “noble guinea pig,” now in 
almost universal use to put over 
money-begging schemes and known 
as the “stuffed-shirt front.” The idea 
was not absolutely new few out- 
standing rackets are——the horse thief 
came before the automobile thief, 
changing the brand mark, instead of 
the license plates. Hooley’s revolu- 
tionary idea was innocently suggested 
by Lily Langtry, as he related after 
his downfall. 

With her he attended a big charity 
festival, and remarked about the 
chorus of women, stating that he had 
no idea there were so many beautiful 
The Jersey Lily 
laughed and replied: 

“You simple, gullible man. Those 
ravishing beauties cannot sing a note 
—they are just stuffed chemises.” 

“Lily, that’s impossible,” he pro- 
tested, “you can see them singing.” 

“No, Ernest, they are just going 
through the silent, facia] gestures of 
singing, for which they are trained

like a ballet but the singing is coming 
from real singers on low chairs 
behind them. 

“Great voice and great beauty are 
rarely found in the same body. 
“If you don't believe me, 

backstage and I'll show you.” 

After she had taken him back 
stage and proved her point, the 
great Mr. Hooley put on his hawk- 
like expression, indicating  pene- 
trating thought, then asked: 

“But people must entertain these 
dumb beayties and surely the hos- 
teases ask them to sing—-then what?” 

“Very simple,” the great actress 
replied. “They explain that their con- 
tract forbids singing for anyone with- 
out written consent from a personage 
who is conveniently absent.” 

“Perfect!” commented Hooley, 
breaking out his beaming smile. “Why 
didn't I think of it?” 


“What use would that little the- 
atrical trick be to a financier?” she 
asked. “There is little profit in it.” 

“The idea might be developed,” 
was Hooley’s reply and soon it was. 
On every letterhead and prospectus 
appeared names of impecunious 
Lords, heading the lists of his boards 
of directors. Many were too dull- 
witted to have run a bootblack stand 
and often it was necessary for these 
dignitaries to grace dinners and other 

ublic events with their presence. 
This made no difference to Hooley 
whose orders were: 

“Just suck on your gold-headed 
cane, look unapproachable and say 
nowt, absolutely nowt.” 

The price of this golden silence 

was $25.000 a vear and 
how the public, especially 
the middle-class rich, 
rushed to get in with these 
noble figureheads who 
would surely not “stoop to 
entering trade” unless the 
project were a gold mine. 

Ugly. stories began to 
spread, however, when 
some of his enterprises 
collapsed, leaving investors 
holding the bag, after the 
financial wizard had taken 
his profit. It was then 
that he put on the Robin 
Hood act, letting it be un- 
derstood that he was only 
robbing the rich to help 
the poor and seemed to 
prové it by endowing 
homes for the indigent and 
making various spectacu- 
lar donations. Such a ben- 
evolent person must be 
honest at heart, thought 
all but his victims. 

Though he was skating 
on. thin ice, all went well, 
until 1912 when some of 
the .“bag-holders” got him 
a 12-month sentence for 
perjury: on an affidavit in 
a land deal. Then, in 1922,

he got three years for fraud. 


The first offense was overlooked 
by many stockholders as the honest 
mistake of a busy man, but the second 
and the fact that he had been asso- 
ciating with the notorious confidence 


“man, Horatio Bottomly, was too much. 


His enterprises collapsed like 
héusés of cards and he returned to 
bis -home town, a bankrupt and ex- 
convict, living in a boarding house 
but,. to the bitter end, benignly smil- 
ing, There he died recently among 
his ruined dreams. 

Ernest Hooley was not. the in- 
ventor of the Robin Hood racket, 
which was old when the bandif of 
Sherwood Forest made it famous, 
but he was one of the earliest-,to 
work it in high finance.

The Sisters Bickered and Fought From Their 
Pigtail Days

OLLYWOOD, busily engaged spending mil- 
i} lions for the right to make movies from 

fiction so fantastic that much of it is un- 
believable, hasn’t discovered a real life drama 
enacted in its own front yard; a true story in 
search of a producer the story of the De 
Havilland family feud. 

It features two beautiful sisters, Olivia De 
Havilland and Joan Fontaine, each of whom has 
been recognized through Academy Awards, as a 
First Lady of the Screen. 

It is a story of rivairy and conflicting person- 
alities that had its inception in early childhood, 
reaching a bitter climax a few weeks ago on the 
night of the annual Academy Award dinner. 

That was the night that the dark Olivia, 
clutching the “Oscar” given her for the best screen 
performance in 1946, saw the blond Joan coming 
towards her with outstretched arms. Olivia turned 
her back on her sister and walked away, whisper- 
ing to her press agent: 

“I don’t know why she does that when she 
knows how I feel.”” She was in a furious temper. 

Joan shook the 
tears from hé@r blue 
eyes and went on to 
a nightclub to recall 
the time she had won 
the award for 1941. 
Olivia went home to 
her mansion to pre- 
Side at her own 
court, as befits the 
current queen. 

Little more than a 
year apart in age, the 
sisters that night found themselves separated by 
a gulf deeper than Laure] Canyon and wider than 
Sunset Boulevard the burning bottomless pit of 
ambition in Hollywood, where everything is make- 
believe—-except jealousy. 


For years the two sisters have been able to agree 


only on one point. Their 75-year-old father, 
Walter A. De Havilland, must remain unrecog- 
nized and in exile, chiefly because his second wife 
was his Japanese housekeeper. 

Both Olivia and Joan were born in Tokyo and 
became, automatically, British citizens, like their 
parents. De Havilland, a Cambridge University 
graduate, was then a professor of English in the 
Japanese Imperial University. 

It was from their mother, the former Lillian 
Ruse, that»<he sisters got what they called their 
“acting blood.” As a peach blown English girl, 
she yearned for a career on the stage but her 
family objected and she transferred her ambition 
to her children. 

Olivia, the first born, was a healthy, brown-eyed 
baby. Joan, with the blue eyes and the blond hair, 
was sickly from birth. When Joan was three, 
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Olivia De Havilland and Joan

Mrs. De Havilland made her decision. Joan would 
never be healthy in Japan; she would take the 
children to the United States. 

Leaving De Havilland was no great effort for 
the mother. The marriage was wearing thin 
around the edges. 

Mother and young daughters took up residence 
in the little tewn of Saratoga, Calif., and a polite 
divorce followed. The mother met and married 
a French Canadian, George M. Fontaine. 

The feud of the sisters started then. 

“1.” said Joan, “am now a Fontaine.” 

“And I,” said Olivia, “am still a De Havilland.” 

While théy were in pigtails, their bickerings 
upset the well ordered household, and steps were 
taken. 

it was decided the house was only big enough 
for one of them at a time, and Joan was sent to 
a convent at Belmont. The Sisters called her 
“a little angel” and practically turned the place 
over to her. But Joan was homesick and then sick 
all over and was sent home. 

That was the signal for Olivia to leave. She 
went to the Belmont convent, but they didn’t turn 
the place over to this vivacious youngster. She 
was considered brash 
and forward and far 
too active physically 
and mischievously. 
Comparisons follow- 
ed and Olivia finally 
came in a poor sec- 
ond to sister Joan. 

A few years ago, 
when the sisters 
seemed to be on good 
terms for once, Olivia 
confessed that dur- 
ing this trying period she had considered killing 
her eight-year-old sister. 

“I decided we would have a fight, as usual,” 
Olivia said. “And I would let her hit me several 
times and then, in self-defense, I'd say to myself 
that I would have to kill her. 

“I even knew what I would tell the judge.’ 

The Fontaine househo!d had a solid year of 
peace and quiet when Joan, in her early teens, 
was sent by her mother to Japan to spend a year’s 
visit with her father. 


HE returned to find her older sister fairly well 

embarked on an acting career in Hollywood. 
Olivia, with her mother’s blessings and encourage 
ment, had been discovered by talent scouts when 
she was suddenly called upon to play the part of 
Hermia in the Max Reinhardt production of a 
“A Midsummer Night’s Dream” in Hollywood 
Bowl. 

Olivia, with her big brown eyes and her soft 
brown hair, had become the beauty of the family 
and that was all right with Joan at first. 
The year in Japan had made the younger sister 
healthy and happy, and she came back to the 


States to prepare herself for a lifetime job, that 
of wife of a young consular attache she'd met 
in ‘Tokyo. 

At 17, Joan plunged into a stndy of French, 
German and Spanish. But it was a brief plunge. 
She emerged shortly to announce that her real 
career would be that of an acti: instead of a 
wife. While the foreign languape dictionaries 
gathered dust, Joan gathered momentum. 


HEN she met Jesse Lasky, the veteran producer, 

and found herself in possession of a contract. It 
contained a clause stating that she, Joan Fontaine, 
was “never to be advertised crm zed as 
Jlivia De Havilland’s sister.” 

The famous feud was in the making although 
neither sister realized it at the ti 

Before Joan got her break in | 
something happened in private life to produce the 
friction that ignited the flame. 
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Brian Aherne, dashing Irish actor who had 
been paying intermittent court to Olivia, gave a 
party at his house and Joan was cone of the guests 
on the outer fringe of the pathering. 

A fortune teller gave her a ieacing and then 
announced: 

“In a few weeks you will mariy the host.” 

Aherne drifted by as the verdict was pro- 
nounced and suggested, as long as they were going 
to be married, it would be a good thing if he knew 
the name of his future wife. They were introduced. 

FEW weeks later, on Aug. 20, 1939, Joan be- 

came Mrs. Aherne. 

‘The younger sister was one up. 

But her professional career was suffering. 
After a procession of bad parts in unsuccessful 
pictures, she was released by her studi Joan 
settled down to mope. Her moping was inter 
rupted by casting directors. 

She was given good roles in “Quality Street” 
and “The Women.” Her performance stood out in 
each and David O. Selznick won the race for her 
services. He gave her a prize plum the title role 
in “Rebecca.” 

Sister Olivia hadn't been standing still. For the 
same boss, Selznick, she had played the part of 
Melanie in “Gone With the Wind.” She was so 
good that when the nominations fcr the Academy 
Award came out for 1939, her name led all the 
rest in the classification “Best performance by 
a supporting actress.” 

Olivia missed in the finals by the width of 
one of her long eyelashes. The Oscar went to big, 
beaming Hattie® McDaniel for her work as the 
Mammy in the same picture. Olivia sighed and 
worked harder. 

Came 1940, and the release of “Rebecca.” 
Younger sister Joan was the toast of Hollywood. 
When the Academy nominations came cut, her 
name led all the rest as best performance by an 
actress, not as a supporting actress. 

The sisters waited, doubtless with conflicting 
emotions, for the final awards. Joan didn't pet her 
Oscar, and they embraced in mutual sympathy. 

The following year, Olivia and Joan seemed 
to have reached their respective peaks, Olivia in 
“Hold Back the Dawn,” and Joan in Alfred Hitch. 
cock’s “Suspicion.” 

At the close of the year, both were nominated 
for “best performance by an actress.” This was 
it, Hollywood whispered. ‘This was the main event. 
Nothing like it had ever happened in Movieland, 
where anything can, and has haj pened. 


OTH Olivia and Joan attended the bangue«t, nat- 
urally, and dug their respective fingernails 
into their respective palms. 

Joan won the Oscar something as important 
to an actor or an actress as the heavyweight 
championship of the world is to a boxer. 

“Here come the fireworks,” the other 
whispered, as she walked over to Olivia's table. 
But the fireworks fizzed. Joan mooched part of 
her sister’s desert, and they grinned at each other. 

Olivia’s career was anything but sensational in 
the years tmmediately following. but Joan made 
another bid for another Oscar in 1943 for her 
work in “The Constant Nymph.” She missed, and 
then decided that Brian Aherne wasn't the perfect 
husband after all. She diverced him in 1944. 

The feud of the sisters was listiess and lack

adaisical for a while until last year, 1946, when

T WILL be no surprise to ex-spit- 
ball throwers and _ ex-little-girls’- 
braids-in-ink dunkers to learn that 
teachers have other problems besides 
imparting knowledge and wondering 
how to live on a church mouse salary. 
Discipline has been a pedagogue’s 
pain in the neck since Socrates sipped 
his hemlock, but the surprise is that 
teachers seem to be getting indignant 
enough to do something besides rap 
knuckles. 

In the Clearview schools near 
Lorain, Ohio, the other day a princi- 
pal slapped the face of a high school 
student who insolently resented being 
reprimanded for bean-shooting in one 
of the classrooms. A group of recal- 
citrants left in a huff and school was 
closed for the day. 

Some of the parents met the fol- 
lowing Sunday and condoned the 
walkout. In the general assembly on 
Monday, amid boos and catcalls from 
the students, Superintendent T. C. 
Simpson told School Board President 
Chandler Thompson: 

“We teachers have had enough. 
All 31 of us are resigning in a body.” 

That was a bit of a jolt to the 
entire district, which held an emer- 
gency meeting. Parents were told 
frankly how their adolescent darlings 
had been behaving. There were sev- 
eral woodshed sessions, plenty of 
apologies to the teachers, a_ with- 
drawal of the resignations, and a 
chastened attitude on the part of the 
students when the schools opened 
after a week’s unscheduled vacation. 

Parents weren't so cooperative in 
Willits, Calif., when high school stu- 
dents went on strike because Princi- 
pal Roy Good had objected to what 
he called petting in the corridors. 
Irate papas and mamas said their 
spring-feverish offspring were prob- 
ably doing nothing -worse than hold- 
ing hands, and made no effort to 
quash the strike. 

Thereupon the faculty went on a 
strike of its own. Principal Good, who 
had held his job for 12 years, re- 
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signed. So did 10 of the 13 teachers. 
When the schoo! board upheld Good, 
the parents demanded a recall elec- 
tion and put in new trustees. 

An acting principal was borrowed 
from the county superintendent’s 
office, new teachers eere hired to 
fill the depleted ranks and, after a 
two-week hiatus, a smug _ student 
body filed back into the halls of 
learning with a gay glinf in its eye. 

A pupils’ strike lasted just one 
day in Millvale, Pa., where 100 junior 
high school students walked out be- 
cause pretty, blond, 22-year-old Lou- 
ella Jones was fired. They returned 
the next day after “Jonesie” an- 
nounced: “I don’t mind being fired. 
I’m fed up with teaching. I’m going 
to New York and get a job modeling.” 

In Adams, Tenn., husky, 28-year- 
old Victor Baggett was hired as a 
substitute teacher. Some of his pupils 
chewed bubble gum in class. Warn- 
ings were ignored, so Victor ,took 
firm steps. He administered a spoon- 
ful of castor oil to each gum-chewer. 

The gum-chewers’ fathers object- 
ed. Seven of them decided to give 
Victor a taste of his own medicine. 
Armed with a sizable bottle of the 
stuff, they waylaid the teacher out- 


side the school. Victor Knocked the 
first two down. The other five 
grabbed him and tried to force the 
castor oil down his throat. Very much 
the worse for wear, they gave up the 
effort after a while. 

Direct action against unmannerly 
brats is only part of what seems to 
be a worldwide revolt in the teaching 
profession. All over the globe, but 
particularly in the United States, 
Canada and Great Britain, a serious 
shortage of teachers exists because of 
poor pay, lack of appreciation and 
unpleasant working conditions. 

Economic worry plus disciplinary 
woes do strange things to teachers’ 
minds. When 28-year-old Melvin G. 
Attig was appointed principal of the 
high school at Oswego, IIl.,. some 
parents encouraged their children to 
heckle him because they had favored 
another candidate. Sabotage and van- 
dalism ran the gamut from throwing 
a new dictionary out of a second-story 
window to cutting fire alarm wires. 

The more Attig reasoned with the 
culprits, the more insolent they be- 
came. The situation preyed on his 
mind. His face became haggard and 
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his weight dropped from 175 to 140. 
One afternoon, while a tea was 
being held at the school, he was lured 
into the basement on a pretext and a 
bucket of dirty water was tossed over 
him. He left the school, drove to a 
near-by railroad track and walked de- 
liberately in front of a train. 

“IT hope those young ruffians are 
satisfied,”’ said his widow, the mother 
of two small children. 

In South Pasadena, Calif., Verlin 
Spencer, 33, returned to his job as 
junior high school principal after a 
nervous breakdown, suddenly drew a 
pistol, killed four schoo! attaches, se- 
riously wounded two others, failed in 
an attempt to kill himself, went to 
prison for life. 

Some scheol systems, such as that 
in Paterson, N. J., have found that 
segregation of rowdies is one solu- 
tion. In Paterson, with specially 
trained teachers ruling the unruly, 
potential delinquents are straightened 
out and returned to classes. 

The main question seems to be 
how far a teacher can go in enforc- 
ing discipline. Many cities frown vig- 
orously on any corporal punishment, 
contending that the rod is more likely 
to spoil the child than help. 

In Washington, Indiana, however, 
a jury ruled that Grant Scales, a 
high school principal, was entirely 
within his rights when he paddled 
17-year-old Marietta Ginder in front 
of the class, even though he applied 
the paddle so vehemently that it 
broke into several pieces. 

And when Charlie Johns com- 
plained in Sneadville, Tenn., that he 
didn’t want another man spanking 
his wife, the school board ruled that 
he shouldn’t send his 14-year-old 
child-bride to school if he expected 
her to be treated any differently from 
any other pupil.

Annabelle Adams Found Her Dream 

Knights in the Brief Span of Seven 

Years—the First She Gave Up for 
the Second; Now She Has Neither

NNABELLE ADAMS was a 

pretty little girl who worked 

behind the counter of a Chi- 
cago department store. 

She- dreamed of knights on white 
chargers and splendid castles and res- 
cue from the drudgery of an 8:30 
a. m. to 5 p. m. standing marathon. 

Annabelle’s dream was no differ- 
ent from the dreams that have filled 
the heads of young girls since time 
immemorial, except that it came true, 
twice. Once she woke up to find that 
it was all over. Now, again, the 
dream is fading into the 
limbo from which it came. 

In 1931, when Annabelle 
was 22, her first knight 
came along. He wore no 
armor, and rode no white 
charger, but he did live in 
a castle, modern § version, 
and he had what no medi- 
eval knight ever had—sev- 
eral millions of dollars. 

His name was Philo A. 

Orton. He was a wealthy 
manufacturer. He was 60 

years old. A little old for a knight, 
perhaps, but he paid ardent court in 
a guave, ‘fatherly sort of way, and 
Annabelle was so, so tired from 
standing on her feet. 

Orton took Annabelle away from 
the, life she hated. He sent her to 
a school in the southern part of Illi- 
nois for a “finishing” course. She en- 
rolled as his niece, Annabelle Orton 
Adams, and Orton was known to her 
classmates as “Uncle Philo.” 

Upon her graduation Orton 
brought her back to Chicago. He told 
her he would like very much to 
marry her, but that was impossible. 
He had a wife and three grown chil- 
dren. 

Therefore it was best, he told her, 
that she accept the marriage proposal 
of Al Koehler, who was also enam- 
ored of her. This she did, but things 
didn’t work out. A year later she 
divorced Koehler. 

In 1938 Orton was divorced by his 
wife and three months after the de- 
cree he married Annabelle. 

It was about this time that Anna- 
belle’s second knight appeared on the 
scene. His name was Louis D. Root. 
He was a wealthy New York wire 
company president. He was 62 
years old. 

Two knights worth millions in the 
brief span of seven years was more 
than Annabelle could resist. In the 
words pronounced bitterly by Root at 
a later date. 

“Although Orton was considered a 
man of wealth, the plaintiff (Anna- 
belle) was not satisfied with her mat- 
rimonial status and searched for 
other male attention. About this time 
I was unfortunate enough to meet 
her.” 

Orton and Annabelle had been wed 
only a few months when he sued for 
divorce, claiming she had been un- 
faithful. There was a reconciliation, 
during which, Root says, Annabelle 
confessed her infidelity—a confes- 
sion, he declares, which was recorded 
on a dictaphone without her know/l- 
edge. 

The reconciliation was a brief one. 
A number of letters which Root had 
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written Annabelle came into Orton’s 
possession... He ordered her out of 
the house. She pleaded to stay one 
more night. Orton said okey and 
left. When he returned, Root de- 
clares, she had changed the locks in 
the Orton menage. He couldn't get 
in. 

Promptly he sued for divorce 
again, naming, among other initialed 
gentlemen, a Mr. R. In November, 
1941, Orton got his divorce, with no 
alimony, on grounds of cruelty 

Then, says Root, Annabelle badg 
ered him for money, holding over his 
head the letters he had written her, 
which she had regained from Orton. 
For a long time, he says, he support- 
ed her in style. 

In January, 1943, Root’ and his 
wife were divorced. Annabelle, Root 
alleges, “pursued me and importuned 
me to marry her. Finally I suc 
cumbed to her wiles and consented.” 

In January of this year Annabelle 
returned from a Florida vacation, she 
charges, to find the locks changed on 
hers and Root’s swank Park Avenue, 
New York, apartment and two detec 
tives stationed in the lobby as double 
insurance against her entrance, 
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Philo A. Orton Wore Ne Plumed Helmet, but He Could 
Take Annabelle Away From Theat Depertment 
Store Drudgery. 


She had to put up at a hotel. Root 
said Annabelle had changed the locks 
before leaving for Florida and he 
thought turn about was fair play. 

Annabelle accused her husband of 
tearing off her blouse in a fit of rage, 
striking her in the face, choking her, 
breaking her tooth with a thrown 
bunch of keys and forcing her to 
walk ahead of him on the street. She 
also declared: 

“My husband neglects to tell this 
court that the ‘Mr. R’ referred to in 
his affidavit was the defendant him- 
self, who was then a married man 
and who was responsible for the 
events which led to the wrecking of 
my previous marriage.” 

Root, through his attorney, Benja- 
min Shedler, charged Annabelle was 
in the habit of “picking up total 
strangers and bringing them to our 
home.” Several times, he said, she 
had threatened to shoot him “this 
is no idle threat, as she owns three 
pistols and is an expert shot.” 

He said she had gone out with 
several different men in a two-month 
period. His charges were in answer 
to Annabelle’s suit for separation and 
$600 a week. 

The court, after a lengthy hear- 
ing, granted her $150 a week tempo- 


rary alimony and $2,000 counsel fees. 

Root was very specific. He intro- 
duced into court the following tapped 
telephone conversation which he says 
took place between Annabelle and a 
Bill De G.: 

He: How are you? 
supposed to call me back. 
pened to you? 

She: I didn’t know who was call 
ing. I was coming up. You said I 
couldn't come up without calling. 

Hie: Well, I'll come over and say 
hello I want you to have dinnet 
with me.

ECENT reports from Delhi, India, indicate 

that the police there are still puzzled by ihe 

mysterious death of gay and pretty Nina 
Grosup, former dancer and divorced wife of ihe 
Maharaja of Kapurthala. 

Her body was found in the Mogul Gardens at 
the base of Kutb Minar——-a famous tower, 238 feet 
high, which dates from the eighth century and 
dominates the Plain of Delhi.

On the contrary, he said, her letters revealed 
she was in an excellent state of mind and excited 
over plans to leave India for this country. 

A short while ago she arranged for the trans- 
fer of a fortune she owned to American banks 
and asked Dr. Pisto] to buy a house for her near 
New York City. She had booked passage on a 
freighter bound for San Francisco.

She grew more and more beautiful and 
danced with so much grace and agility that the 
director of the Burg Theatre gave her a job as 
a figurante.

On the opening night she received an ovation 
from the crowd, and a huge bouquet of roses 
from the Maharaja of Kapurthala, who had been 
admiring the dancer from his box. 

Nina loved luxury, glitter and festivity. She 
decided to get them by giving up her stage career 
and becoming the darling of an Indian ruler. 

At the beginning of the war, Nina and her 
mother embarked for the Far East as guests of 
the Maharaja. On reaching Kapurthala—a small 


sikh state in the Punjab they installed them- 
selves in the finest apartments of the Prince's 
marble palace. 

But soon light-hearted Nina, who had ardently 
wished to be the wife of a Maharaja, seemed 
bored after wedding His Highness, although he 
showered her with jewels and finery. 

The playboy ruler soon began to neglect her 
for other beauties in his seraglio, and that 
wounded her vanity. 

What particularly displeased the bride was 
the fact that if she reproached him for his cruel 
whims or infidelities, he replied that an Oriental 
has more peace of mind with many wives than 
the European has with one.

His Highness, who had always been more 
wedded to his moneybags than to his wife, di- 
vorced Nina in 1945, and in the following year 
reduced her monthly allowance from $5,000 to 
300 rupees (about $54). Despite his unreckonable 
riches, the Maharaja is noted for his niggardli- 
ness-—except when wooing some dancing girl. 

But no man can avoid his destiny. ‘Today it 
is the Maharaja’s fate to suffer from the ills 
brought on by youthful follies and old age.

HEN Joseph P. Kennedy 

learned that his daughter, 

Eunice, had taken a dollar-a- 
year job with the government, he was 
at his Palm Beach home. He wired 
Sergeant Shriver, his personal busi- 
ness representative in Chicago: 

“Take a run down there and help 
her out for a while.” 

Shriver took a run down and has 
been a valuable temporary assistant 
to Eunie in her new post, which is 
verbosely labeled: Executive Secre- 
tary of the Continuing Committee of 
the National Conference on the Pre- 
vention of Juvenile Delinquency. 

That’s the way Joe Kennedy has 
always backed up _ his. children, 
although they seem to have needed 
help about as little as any nine off- 
spring ever born to one father. In 
the same benevolent vein, he has just 
given several million dollars to charity 
in the name of a son killed in the 
war, and has bestowed the equivalent 
of a million on the other three boys 
and five girls, who probably won't 
let it bother them. Here’s the score: 

Joseph Jr., who would be 31, left 
Harvard Law School to enlist in the 
Navy as second class seaman, be- 
came a flier, was killed in a plane 
over England, was'awarded the Navy 
Cross posthumously because: “Well 
knowing the extreme danger in. 
volved and totally unconcerned for 
his own safety, Lieut. Kennedy un- 
hesitatingly volunteered to conduct 
an exceptionally hazardous and spe- 
cial operational mission.” 

John, 30, the second youngest 
United States Congressman § (D.- 
Mass.), graduated cum laude from 
Harvard, where he almost lived in 
the swimming pool to overcome a 
back-injury sustained in football; 
later was virtually immortalized by 
John Hershey for rescuing his crew- 
mates when the PT boat he com- 
manded was cut in half by a Jap 
destroyer and leading them to safety 
through innumerable South Pacific 
hazards. 

Rosemary, 28, is doing special 
work with young children at Tarry- 
town, N. Y. 

Kathleen (Kick), 26, was a Wash- 
ington correspondent before marry- 
ing the Marquis of Hartington, dis- 
tinguished herself in Red Cross work 
after he was killed in action in Nor- 
mandy. 

Eunice, 25, about whom more 
later, is considered the smartest 
young woman executive in Wash- 
ington. 3 

Patricia, 22, is television program 
director for NBC in New York. 

Robert, 21, who served on a de- 
stroyer during the war, now plays 
football and basketball at Harvard, 
has plenty of energy left to make top 
grades in his studies. 

Jean, 18, would be a sure-thing 
candidate for the most popular girl 
at Manhattanville College of the 
Sacred Heart. 

Teddy, 15, just can’t wait to get 
out of Boston’s Milton Academy and 
into the footsteps of his’ older 
brothers. 

Eunie sort”of summed up the 
family attitude when she said: 

“Father has made us al! feel that 
the most important thing in life is 
to do something purposeful.” 

Mother had a lot to do with it, too. 
She was Rose Fitzgerald, “the pretti- 
est girl in Boston,” daughter of ex- 
Mayor John F. Fitzgerald, who, 50 
years ago, represented the same Con- 
gressional district that Grandson John 
does now. 

When Rose married Joe Kennedy 
he was a bank clerk. He went ahead 
fast, made a fortune, became a Roose- 
velt brain-truster, organized the SEC, 
was named Ambassador to the Court 
of St. James’s, is one of the nation’s 
leading financiers. 

In 1945 he bought Chicago's $26,- 
000,000 Merchandise Mart (second 
largest building in the world; Penta- 
gon is first) from Marshall Field &

Domestic Relations Cases

10-year-old school boy became 

an object of vast and sig 

nificant importance to jurists 
all @ver the nation recently, when a 
federal judge heard his case. 

The boy, James “Tippy” Edltr, ts 
a symbol of the recent tendency 
among judges to give favorable con- 
sideration to suits filed on behalf of 
children in domestic relations cases. 
Tippy, through his mother and attor- 
neys, is suing a woman charged with 
taking his father away from him. 

His complaint asks for $50,000. 
Anything the jury awards him, say 
his lawyers, will be placed in trust 
for him. 

Other lawsuits have been brought 
on behalf of children in the last two 
years. In 1945, and for the first time 
in history, the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals at Chicago made it 
possible for a child to sue for aliena- 
tion of affections. 

Judge Evan A. Evans, who handed 
down the Chicago decision, said that 
children were legally entitled to the 
guidance and protection of a father. 
This marks another step forward in 
the recognition of family rights. 
Women have had the right to sue for 
alienation of affections only within 
the past century. Before then, only 


the master of the house was supposed 
to have any such legal rights. 

While a-federal judge was giving 
Tippy the first round in his fight, 
similar suits were being filed in the 
names of other children.

Stephen Hart Rudley became the 
center of a $100,000 case. According 
to his mother, Ann Loring Rudley, 
Stephen has been deprived of the 
guidance, affection, and paternal care 
of his father, Herbert Rudley.

He was then attorney- general of 
California. 

Tippy Edler’s case is along the 
same general lines. His father is 
Lieutenant Colonel James Edler, who, 
as chief of the Army’s Criminal 
Investigation division, cleaned up the 
cigarette black market in France. 
Tippy, basking in reflected glory, was 
the hero of his neighborhood. 

Then Colonel Edler is alleged to 
have met a woman in England, and 
stopped writing to his wife and son. 
When he returned to the States and 
took up residence in Washington, 
his wife filed suit fof Tippy. The 
other woman, whose name was not

then known, was called “Nora Doe” 
in the nine-page complaint filed before 
the court. 

Nora Doe was eventually identified 
as Nora McAlpine-Downie. She did 
not appear in court, and her lawyers 
asked the case be dismissed. Federal] 
Judge Alan T. Goldsborough in Wash- 
ington overruled that motion and said 
he would entertain a motion for a de- 
fault judgment against her if she dis- 
regards another notice to appear. The 
next step would be to select a jury.

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case of two teen-aged kids, Janice 
Mae Smith, 17, and her brother 
Howard, 15, who are demanding 
$20,000 from Mrs. Vivian Westbrook. 
They state that she enticed their 
father, Ralph Smith, away from 
home, and forced a separation and 
divorce. 

Because of her, according to the 
suit filed in the California courts, they 
have been deprived of the “enjoy- 
ment of a normal home life, to which 
children of their age are entitled.” 

In filing the damage suit for the 
Smith children, Attorney LeRoy 
Reames said: “There is nothing to 
compensate youngsters for the loss 
they feel in the break-up of their 
home. The minds of average young- 
sters are keen. They think more 
clearly than their elders, recognize a 
sharper dividing line between right 
and wrong... 

“It is the function of the courts to 
protect these youngsters and preserve 
their viewpoints of right-thinking.” 

In Chicago, two somewhat similar 
suits include an apron-string twist. 
Mrs. Rita Ulvestad, in a suit against 
her parents-in-law, demands $50,000 
for herself and $25,000 for her seven- 
month-old son, Richard Bryan. 

Her husband, Richard Ulvestad, 
was a courageous flier, she Says, 
winning several medals including the 
Distinguished Flying Cross during the 
war, but he couldn’t stand up against 
his “apron-string complex.” When- 
ever there was an argument, Mrs. 
Ulvestad said, the lieutenant ran 
home to mother. She charges her 
in-laws, Dr. and Mrs. George E. 
Ulvestad, with alienating the affec- 
tions of her husband and of the baby’s 
father. 

The other in-law case involved 
Mrs. Millicent Baughman and her two 


daughters, Lynne and Cheryl Anne. 
When the suit was filed, Lynne was 
two and Chery! Anne was still un- 
born. Attorneys of the mother-in-law, 
Rose Baughman, attempted to get 
Cheryl Anne’s case set aside on the 
grounds that the alienation of affec- 
tions occurred before her birth, but 
the judge allowed the case to be 
put on the calendar on the grounds 
that a child born into a fatherless 
home is handicapped by lack of her 
father’s love and support. 

In another Chicago case, Ronald 
Soper and his two teen-aged children, 
Loretta and Ronald, Jr., say that 
when Soper was fighting in Germany, 
Axel Blomgren, a carpenter, moved 
into their home and won the affec- 
tions of Mrs. Soper. The children 
joined with their father to ask $75,000 
from Blomgren. 

Judge Evans’ decision, the first in 
this revolutionary trend of law, was 
brought about by the suit of Mrs. 
Olive Means Daily and her four chil- 
dren. Mrs. Daily sued Mrs. Marion 
Lammers Parker, wife of a lieutenant- 
commander in the Navy. 

Mrs. Daily testified that the chil- 
dren’s father, Wilfred J. Daily, a 
salesman of Oil City, Pa., abandoned 
their home to run off to Chicago with 
Mrs. Parker. After the decision that 
children have a right to sue was 
handed down, Mrs. Parker settled 
out of court. In all, Mrs. Daily gota 
divorce, $200 monthly alimony, and a 
$101,000 settlement.

S THE jumpers came into the 
A stretch at Belmont, the five- 

to-one shot, Sweet Kiss, with 
the g een kid, Frankie Hayes, riding 
in his Lrst race, took the lead. 

Frankie Hayes, in the canary and 
blue of a string of racers trained by 
Jack Frayling, hunched forward. It 
looked as if he were whispering to 
Sweet Kiss. It looked as if the filly 

nded. Sweet Kiss, with the fa- 
vorite thudding behind her, kept the 
lead, and she won. 

It was a boy’s dream come true. 
His first race and a winner. Then, 
suddenly, it was something else. 
Frankie Hayes, just past the finish 
line, was slipping from his saddle. 
He was falling to the track. 

Ten minutes later an official was 
saying: “Gentlemen, the boy is dead!” 
His heart couldn't stand it. He died 
a moment before he brought Sweet 
Kiss under the wire! 

Frankie Hayes was a pint-size kid 
with a quart-size heart. 

While most jockeys get their first 
whiff of saddie leather in the blue- 
grass stretches of Kentucky or on 
the rolling western plains, Frankie 
picked up his horse sense along the 
twisting, narrow streets of Brooklyn. 

From the time he was an eager 
kid, Hayes was consumed with an 
overwhelming love of horses. The 
nags who pulled the trolleys and 
milk trucks along the cobblestone 
streets couldn't exactly cOmpare to 
the spirited western mustangs that 
stars like Earl Sande and Laverne 
Fator sank their first set of spurs 
into, but they were all Hayes had. 

The kid was a familiar sight in all 
the local blacksmith shops where he 
would hang around for hours strok- 
ing the nags and helping the smiths 
by holding the reins while the horses 
were being shod. All the _ time, 
Frankie was nursing a dream that 


someday he would carry someone's , 


racing colors first across the finish 
line at near-by Belmont Park. 

When he grew older, Frankie be- 
gan to make daily excursions to the 
racetrack where he would stand at 
the rail and Watch the thoroughbreds 
work out.

Frankie was so nervous at his 
sudden opportunity that for days he 
could hardly eat. 

The night before the race found 
him pacing the floor of the stable 
where he stayed on watch to make 
certain no one would tamper with 
the horse he was scheduled to ride— 
a jumper named Sweet Kiss. 

Unlike flat riders, a steeplechase 
jockey wasn't permitted to apply for 
a riding license until after he proved 
his capability to the officials.

Sweet Kiss was entered in the 
steeplechase at Belmont the follow- 
ing day, June 4, 1923.

Running against her 
were four other classy _ steeds, 
including Gimme, the favorite. 

It had rained that morning and

The crowd cheered him and didn’t 
know that as he won he couldn” 
hear. Sweet Kiss was galloping away 
riderless. Lying in the mud beyonc 
the finish line was the crumple 
form of Frankie Hayes. 

Although it is customary fo 
jockey to weigh out after a race t 
make certain he cafried the proper 
weight in the saddle, the stewards 
waived the procedure in the case o 
Hayes. 

They didn’t want to take the wel!- 
earned victory away from the boy. 
Hayes was given credit m the books 
for an official win, and the backers 
of Sweet Kiss were paid off. 

Frankie Hayes, who had burst th- 
vessels in his heart trying to win his 
first race, was buried in the canary 
and blue racing colors that he cai- 
ried so courageously to victory.

HERE was the birthplace and 
the first, home of man? 


A conclusive answer to 
this riddle of the Garden of Eden, as 
conceived by science, may turn out to 
be the most important reward of new 
explorations, which will soon be un- 
dertaken in Africa by an American 
expedition. 

At present scientific opinion is 
divided between two views, each sup- 
ported by recent discoveries of skulls 
and bones of fossil apes and men. One 
is the view that Providence, or ‘‘the 
process of evolution,” didn’t favor 
any particular spot, even a continent, 
as the cradle of the human race. 

As Dr. Franz Weidenreich, of the 
American Museum of Natural His- 
tory, says: “The Garden of.Eden—to 
use Biblical language——was all over 
the old world, in every one of the con- 
tinents of Asia, Europe and Africa.” 

According to this theory, man 
sprang from many similar shoots in 
widely separated regions, when his 
“evolutionary hour had _=s struck” 
more than a million years ago. 

Charles Darwin, however, wrote, 
in the last century, that man must 
have originated in the warm climate 
of Africa, where he could thrive with- 
out clothes and fire. Darwin's idea 
languished for lack of supporting 
evidence, such as of fossils of early 
man. Years later it was revived by 
discoveries in South Africa. 

In 1924 Prof. Raymond A. Dart, 
of Johannesburg, found at the village 
of Taungs—only a few miles from the 
gold mines of Kimberley——a skull im- 
bedded in, and filled with, limestone, 
belonging to a _ period of 1,500,000 
years ago. This brain case must have 
housed the brain of a five-year-old 
1G May 
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child, judging by the milk teeth still 
preserved, Professor Dart called his 
Taungs baby, being sure that it was 
“man-in-the-making,” Australopithe- 
cus Africanus, the South African Ape. 


Stimulated by this discovery, Dr. 
Robert Broom, of the ‘Transvaal 
Museum, began to hunt for more 
“missing links” between ape and man. 

He made two discoveries at Sterk- 
fontein, In 1936, Dr. Broom found the 
skull of a female adult, with com- 
bined ape and human characteristics, 
which he _ called  Pleisianthropus 
(Near-man) of 500,000 to 1,000,000 
years past. 

In 1938, he learned that a 15-year- 
old school boy, Gert Terblanche, car- 
ried in, his trousers pocket a fossil 
jaw and teeth. : 

The scientist obtained the speci- 
men and connected it with a new 
skull, which was called Paranthropus, 
“Beside Man” (side-kick to true man- 
in-the-making), of 250,000 to 500,000 
years ago. 

Professor Dart and Dr. Broom 
were convinced that they had found 
the real specimens of “man-in-the-mak- 
ing,” of different stages, and that in 
Africa, if anywhere specially, was the 
birthplace of the human race. 

Their enthusiasm fired the imagi 
nation and ambition of 37-year-old 
Wendell Phillips, staff scientist of the 
Museum of Paleontology (science of 
fossils), at the University of Cali- 
fornia, of which the director is Prof. 
Charles L. Camp. Mr. Phillips has 
organized the University of Califor- 
nia African Expedition which will 
leave this country in July. 

Dr. Gordon Sproul, president of 
the university, appointed Mr. Phillips 
as the “leader” and Professor Camp 
as the “supervisor” of the enterprise, 
on whose advisory committee are Field

Near-Man, It Has Ape and Human Characteristics. 


Marshal! Jan Christiaan Smuts, Prime 
Minister of the Union of South Africa; 
Admiral Richard Byrd, Prof. William 
K. Gregory and Dr. Franz Weiden- 
reich, of the American Museum of 
Natural History, and a galaxy of 
other famed scientists. 

Maintaining headquarters at 
Johannesburg, the American caval- 
cade will move in ten specially built 
trucks, from village to village, jungle 
to jungle. 

William B. ‘Terry, famous for his 
exclusive photographs of the Japanese 
attack on Pearl Harbor, will direct 
photographic and _ other’ technical 
operations. The explorers hope that 
in a year’s time they will have found 
new fossfis of “man-in-the-making” 
types, samples of native cultures and 
geological data, which, in conjunction 
with measurements of living types, 
will link the present with some two 
millions years ago. , 

At first, such leading British an- 
thropologists as Sir Arthur Keith and 
Prof. Le Gros Clark didn’t think that 
the skulls found by Dart and Broom 
belonged to any “missing links.” Now 
they agree with the South African 
scientists that the fossils represent 
the stages by which ape-man became 
man. 

“Dartians were ground-living an- 
thropoids, human in posture, gait 
and dentition,” writes Sir Arthur in 
“Nature.” 

Dr. Weidenreich, also, regards the 
African specimens as _ representing 
“more of the ape than of the man.” 
The ‘Taungs creature, of some 1,500,- 
000 years ago, and the Near-Man of 
some 500,000 years later, are less 
human, and more apelike, than the 
earliest “real men” known, 

The giant man of China, perhaps 
of 2,000,000 years past, and the giant 
man of Java, maybe of 500,000 to 900,- 
000 years ago, were genuine men, 
with some ape characteristics left 
over. It has been estimated that these 
Asian giants, with their enormously 


large jaws, weighed about 1,200 
pounds, or twice as much as a gorilla. 

The size of their brains, however, 
was between 36 and 37 cubic inches 
as compared to modern man’s average 
of between 48 and 50 cubic inches 
and present day apes’ average of 
24 cubic inches. 

Fossils of the Neanderthal types 
of man, estimated to be 100,000 to 
150,000 years old, and of his succes. 
sor, with larger brain—as large as 
our own.-the Cromagnon man have 
been found, with fossils of apes, at 
various places in Africa, Asia and 
Europe. Did man originate in Africa 
and then go to the other two con- 
tinents? Or did he evolve in three 
continents ? 

Dr. Weidenreich, unlike Professor 
Dart and Dr. Broom, believes that the 
“Garden of Eden” was in various 
spots of the Old World, 

Man was evolved in Asia, Europe 
and Africa in parallel ages, and along 
parallel, but not identical, physical 
and cultural lines, 

The story of man’s civilization can 
be traced back at least 100,000 years, 
while written history reveals only 
some 6,000 years of development. 

The New World was not the cradle 
of the human race. 

Perhaps the Asians who began to 
come here, more than 15,000 years 
before Columbus, sought release 
from poverty and tyranny. 

They foreshadowed the growth of 
new civilization § since Columbus. 
America was destined to be the Eden 
of free adventure, enterprise and 
invention. 

As Dr. Weldenreich said, man’s 
brain has not increased in size, ap. 
preciably, during the past (100,000 
years, but he has progressed through 
gains in culture,

Dyer of a son in his country’s service is 


a grievous blow to any mother, but it leaves 

a wound that may be assuaged by pride and 
covered by the scar-tissue of time. Far: worse 
is doubt, uncertainty, the gnawing fear of never 
knowing. 

After her boy went to war, Mrs. Clara Thomas 
received many letters. There were V-mail letters 
from him, which stopped. There were letters 
from the War Department—that he was missing 
in action; that he had been killed in Germany on 
such and such a day; no, that he had been a 
prisoner of war and died at another time; that 
his remains were never recovered; no, that he 
was buried in a French cemetery. 

Then there was another letter, a letter from 
a girl who said that Corporal Percy W. Thomas 
Jr. hadn't died at all, but had come back and was 
going to marry her. 

“What am I to believe?” Mrs. Thomas asked 
in a poignant letter to The American Weekly. 

In attempting to find the answer, and to aid 
the sorrowing mother in her frantic search, this 
publication has encountered the most baffling 
case of confused identity yet to come out of World 
War II. 

Mrs. Thomas, who scarcely looks old enough 
to have a soldier son, lives with her husband, 
a dentist, their other two boys and a daughter 
in an attractive home in a fashionable Phila- 
delphia suburb. 


Their eldest, Percy Jr., was inducted into the 
Army on March 9, 1943. He was 18. He spent 
18 months at Camp Edwards, Mass., where he 
received anti-aircraft training. While he was 
there he met and planned to marry Peggy Web- 
ster, daughter of a prominent physician of New 
Bedford, Mass. Then he was transferred, in rapid 
order, to Camp Davis, N. C.; Orlando, Fila.; 
Camps Stewart and Gordon, Ga., and Camp 
Meade, Md. He embarked for France on Jan, 
6, 1945. 

His last V-mail letter, dated the following 
Feb. 12, spoke of his War Bond savings, boasted 
that “I’ll have engugh to help buy our new car 
as soon as I get home, which will be very 
shortly,” and finished: “Please, Mother, don’t 
forget our prayer every night.” 

On March 1 a War Department telegfam an- 
nounced to the family that T/5 Percy W. Thomas 
Jr. was missing in action as of Feb. 14—two days 
after he had written. A letter from Adjutant 
General J. A. Ulio on March 5 offered condolence 
and pointed out that “many persons reported 
missing in action are subsequently reported as 
prisoners of war.” 

That slight hope flickered in mid-July when 
the War Department wrote that “informafion 
based on captured official German records shows 
that your son was killed in action in the vicinity 
of Saarbrucken on the date he was previously 
reported missing in action.” 

A note of confusion crept in, however, when 
the War Department sent a correction on Jan. 
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16, 1946, which said: “A report based on informa- 
tion taken from captured official German basic 
Prisoner of War records reveals that your son 
died on Feb. 22, 1945. No other information given.” 

Still wondering whether her boy had been 
Slain in battle or had died while he was a prisoner, 
Mrs. Thomas took the rest of her children last 
summer to the family’s lodge in Ridge Creek 
Valley, about 40 miles from Philadelphia. Her 
husband, who commuted daily, picked up a letter 
at their home and brought it to her on July 7, 
remarking, as he looked at the postmark: 

“We don’t know anybody in Suffern, N. Y. 
I suppose it’s from another of Percy’s buddies.” 


T WASN’T. It» was signed “Lieut. (jg) Mary 

Lou Christiansen, care Rockland State Hospital, 
Orangeburg, N. Y.” and it said: 

“Dear Mrs. Thomas: I knew a Percy W. 
Thomas Jr., No. 33590924, and was engaged to be 
married to him the 9th of April this year. He 
was a swell boy but he was missing in action 
Feb. 14, 1945, but, thank God, he came back safe. 
I sure was happy to see him alive and safe once 
more. 

“Percy was discharged last month and he is 
planning to enlist in the Navy as soon as we 
settle down. If you have a snapshot or picture 
of him, could you send one to me so I can make 
sure this is your son, and I'll tell him to write 
you? He has mentioned about Pennsylvania and 
what a lovely place it is. 

“This Percy was with Company B, Ist Infantry,

328th Division. I pray you will write me ‘This 
is my son.” Please write as soon as possible. 
I'll return the photo.” 

Mrs. Thomas studied the letter carefully. It 
was dated three weeks earlier—June 16. The 
serial number was her son’s. The identification 
of his outfit was almost correct and understand- 
ably confused...he had been in Company B of the 
328th Infantry. Most.convincing of all was the 
identical date_Feb. 14, 1945—on which the War 
Department had reported him missing. No casual 
acquaintance who might have met Percy in the 
service could have obtained that information. 

Instead of writing, Mrs. Thomas drove to the 
Rockland State Hospital in Orangeburg with a 
son, Oliver, 17, and a family friend. They were 
stunned when hospital officials informed them 
that Mary Lou Christiansen, instead of being a 
Navy officer and nurse, as they had believed, 
was an inmate of the institution and had been 
committed there because of her mental and 
physical .condition. 


N interview was arranged with Mary Lou, 
who told a strange story. Several weeks previ- 
ously, she said, she had been visited by a friend, 
Lois Hughes, who also was known as Gladys 
Taylor. Lois was accompanied by a young man 
whom she introduced as her fiance, Percy 
Thomas. She said she wanted to communicate 
with Percy’s mother but was afraid of getting 
into trouble if she wrote a letter. 
“But how would that get her into trouble?”

Mrs. Thomas asked. 

“Because,” Mary Lou said, 
and she ran away—I think they 

Mary Lou had agreed to write the letter her- 
self. Since all mail leaving or arriving at the 
hospital was censored, she had tossed it from 
a window to a passerby, asking that it be mailed. 

Mrs. Thomas showed the girl three pictures. 
She rejected the first, which was that of a friend 
who somewhat resembled Percy. She looked care- 
fully at the second, which was a photo of Percy 
when he entered the service, and said: “That’s a 
little like him.” At the third, which was Percy 
after a period of convalescence, she exclaimed: 
“That’s him. That’s the fellow who was here 
with Lois. He was kind of sickly looking, like 
that.” 

Mary Lou didn’t want to talk about Lois, whom 
she said she had met while they were both in- 
mates at the State Training School for Girls in 
Hudson, N. Y. Finally she admitted she had been 
writing to Lois and Percy; who, she said, had 
assumed the name of Reginald Welliganski and 
was living on an RFD route near Louisville, Ky. 

When Mary Lou said Percy was in poor health, 
Mrs. Thomas decided to drive to Louisville. With 
the aid of Louisville police and postal authorities, 
she went over every RFD route near the city, 
but there was no trace of Lois Hughes, Gladys 
Taylor or Reginald Welliganski. 

She telephoned the Rockland hospital and was 
allowed to speak to Mary Lou. Oceasionally, 
Mary Lou said, Lois Hughes used the name of 
Charlotte Abraham. Again the worried mother 
toured the mail routes, but there was no sign 
of Charlotte Abraham, either. 

She returned home and wrote to some of the 
boys who had been in Percy’s unit. The first 
answer came from Leo Brisette, a Rhode Islander, 
who said he believed Percy and Henry D. Demp.- 
key of Hesperia, Michigan, were killed when a 
booby trap blew up in a house in Saarlauten on 
Feb. 14, 1945. 


THE mother wrote to Dempkey’s parents and 
got a reply from Henry himself, who said two 
other men had died in the explosion. 
“Percy and [,” he wrote, “made a dash for 


another house. I am not sure, but I think Percy 
made it. They were shooting at us from all 
directions. I got a bullet in the back.” 

Through her congressman, Mrs. Thomas was 
promised that Army records would be rechecked. 
Major General Edward F. Witsell wrote: 

“Technician Thomas was last seen wounded in 
a building which was subsequently retaken by 
the enemy. Information received later, based on 
captured German records, disclosed that he died 
on 22 February 1945, in the vicinity of Saar- 
bruecken, Germany. If Technician Thomas had 
returned to our forces and later to this country 
for discharge from the Army, as indicated in the 
letter to Mrs. Thomas, reports concerning him 
would have been submitted to this office. None 
has been received.” 

On Nov. 8, 1946, Col. William J. McDonald of 
the Quartermaster Corps advised that “informa- 
tion received from theatre concerned failed to 
reveal recovery of Technician Thomas’s body.” 

In almost direct contradiction, Major General 
T. B. Larkin, the Quartermaster General, wrote 
on Jan. 23, 1947: 

“The records of this office disclose that his 
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Corporal Thomas—His Mother Is Sure He Would Communicate With Her 
or His Fiancee in Massachusetts If He Were Alive. 


remains are interred in the U. S. Military Cem- 
etery St. Avold (near Metz, France), plot 0000, 
row 7, grave 156.” 

What, indeed, was a grieving mother to believe, 
particularly when a girl she couldn't locate had 
her boy’s serial number, his unit designation, his 
home address and even the date on which he was 
reported missing? 

The American Weekly interviewed Mary Lou 
Christiansen at the hospital She is 17, tall, 
brown-haired, rather sullem. Her mother died in 
1937:in a mental institution. Her father, a Danish 
sailor, went to sea. Mary Lou went to the train- 
ing school at Hudson and had been released from 
there only a short time before she was committed 
to Rockland on June 8, 1945. 

If she had met Percy Thomas before he was 
shipped abroad, it would have had to have been 
during the brief interlude between institutions, 
and there was no indication that she ever was 
within several hundred miles of any of the camps 
at which he was stationed. 

Dr. S. L. Victor, psychologist at the hospital, 
said she was “painfully honest” but, like most in- 
stitutional girls, would either lie or refuse to talk 
if she thought anything she said might get a 
friend into trouble. 

Lois Hughes, it developed, had been paroled 
from the state training school and was living in 
Manhattan with nine other persons in a one-room- 
and-kftchenette apartment. She said she did not 
know Mary Lou Christiansen, Gladys Taylor or 
Charlotte Abraham and-denied having used any 
of the names as an alias. She had not been near 
any of the Army camps and merely stared blankly 
when she was shown a picture of Percy Thomas. 

Further investigation showed that a girl named 
Charlotte Abraham had also been an inmate of 


the training school at Hudson. She had been an 
habitual runaway, and on one occasion had been 
gone for six months. During this time she had 
been with many soldiers and had lived for two 
weeks near Camp Davis, N. C., where Percy 
Thomas had been stationed for a short time. She 
is currently confined in the Westfield State Prison 
at Bedford Hills, N. Y. 

“But anyhow,” she asked, after the situation 
had been explained, “how could I have written or 
talked to Mary Lou Christiansen last year, even 
if I knew her? I have been here longer than 
that.” Which was true. 


HE Army and Navy reported they had never 

had a WAC or a WAVE named Mary Lou 
Christiansen, Lois Hughes, Gladys Taylor or Char- 
lotte Abraham. The War Department could find 
no record of a soldier, casualty or dischargee 
named Reginald Welliganski. Neither the Mer- 
chant Marine nor the National Maritime Union 
had anyone listed as Reginald Welliganski or 
Percy ‘Thomas. 

“Unless he has lost his memory or has some- 
thing terrible on his conscience,” says Mrs. 
Thomas, “I am sure that Percy, if alive, would 
communicate with Peggy Webster, the Massachu- 
setts girl whom he loved, or with me. And yet...” 

Here is his description: 5 feet, 11% inches tall, 
185 pounds, large brown eyes, wavy brown hair, 
perfect teeth, medium complexion. Identification 
marks: scar beneath left eyebrow; mole behind 
left ear; brown blotch in small of back.

20M his second floor room in the 
Rando! Hotel in Ardmore, Okla., 


Big Jake Hamon, oil field mil- 
lionaire, walked uncertainly down to 
the lobby on the night of Nov. 23, 
1920, and lurched out the front door. 

As he stumbled into a taxicab and 
gave the address of a private sani- 
tarium, his words were slurred. He 
was dying of a bullet wound in his 
stomach. 

Upstairs in the hotel, in a room 
adjoining Hamon’s, his 27-year-old 
niece by marriage, Clara Smith 
Hammon, (it became known much 
later) was packing a traveling bag. 

Big. Jake was big time in the 
Southwest then. He was a national 
committeeman, his wealth made him 
a behind-the-scenes power in politics 
and many expected him to be named 
Secretary of the Interior under Presi- 
dent Warren G. Harding. 
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His word was generally believed, 
but in the week that he lived on after 
the shooting, it was doubted. . 

Doggedly, to the time of his death, 
he whispered to his physician, Dr. 
Walter Hardy, and to officials: 

“I did it myself, accidentally. I 
was cleaning a rifle.” 

That was the official story. From 
Oklahoma it was telegraphed up and 
down the country. It was the story 
that powerful interests wanted told. 
What they didn’t want divulged was 
the brief, incidental information that 
Clara Smith Hamon was missing. 

When that news ticked into the 
editorial room of the Chicago Herald 
and Examiner, the editors’ didn’t 
pause over it long. 

By telephone, they 
the girl, who had been Big Jake's 
secretary as well as his niece, had 
sent trunks to Kansas City, and by 
telephone they promptly hired a star 
reporter, Bill Bliss, away from a

Kansas City. paper. 

“Get the District Attorney to have 
the trunks opened,” his new city 
editor told him. “There may be a 
clue to where she’s gone. ‘There may 
be a diary, a little black book. Cet it.” 

There was a little black book, 
and by his wits Bill Bliss got it. The 
Herald and Examiner published it, 
and it told the deeply human story 
of a girl led by a strong personality. 

It revealed that Big Jake, politi- 
cally powerful, had been as vicious 
and brutal in his secret life as he 
had in the conference rooms of ward 
headquarters. 

“He was always buying oil wells,” 
Clara wrote. “Once when I went 
went with him to buy a big one he 
flew into a rage. He tried to throw 
me out of a hotel window.” 

After that was printed, the Herald 
and Examiner decided to find Clara. 
All Oklahoma knew that the girl was 
unofficially charged with murder. 

“We're going to clear her name, 
the city editor, Frank Carson, told 
his top crime reporter, sturdy and 
easy-going young Sam Blair. “It's

up to you to find her.” 

Blair went to Ardmore, Okla., and 
he’d been there hardly an hour before 
he saw that the interests which had 
put out the story of Big Jake's ac- 
cidental shooting wouldn't let any 
other story be put out. 

Blair wasn’t surprised. He took 
luck as it came. He knew it couldn't 
all be bad. In Russell D. Brown, Car- 
ter County prosecutor, he came on 
his good break. 

Blair told Brown what he'd got, 
off the record, in his inquiry.

Judge David Terry Was Called "Terry, the 
Terrible" and His Fatal Duel With Senator 
Broderick Was the Most Famous of 


California's Roa

ARTICLE I 
“Terry the Terrible" 


HE turbulent wave of humanity that swept 

over pastoral California in the wake of James 

Marshall’s discovery of gold nearly a century 
ago brought a horde of daring men, hell-bent on 
fame and for'tune. 

Unbelievable wealth could be picked up under- 
foot. The Forty-niners scrambled wildly for 
riches and renown. Life was cheap, but honor 
was a fetish. 

The setting provoked the greatest outburst of 
duelling in the country’s history. Men wore their 
pride on their sleeves. The slightest affront 
brought a challenge to mortal combat. Only a 
coward would decline the issue and cowards didn’t 
get there. 

Thus, the decade between 1850 and 1860 saw 
scores of disputes among embittered men settled 
in a flash of gunfire in strict accordance with the 
duelling code. 

So prevalent did the practice become that many 
of the lesser combatants were dismissed anony- 
mously by historians with a phrase, as “tWo men 
fought a duel at Whisky Slide; causé unknown,” 
or, “a duel with pistols brought fatal result to 
two miners at Rattlesnake Bar.” 

Others, between men of prominence, stirred 
nation-wide feeling. The most famous of these 
was the duel between U. S. Senator David C, 
Broderick and Judge David S. Terry in 1859. 

Against a background of political rivalry, a 
breach between the two men was widened when 
Terry, who had just been defeated for renomina- 
tion as chief justice of the California Supreme 
Court, branded Broderick an arch-traitor. 

The Senator retorted by expressing regrets 
that he once had saved Terry’s life when the San 
Francisco Vigilantes had it in mind to hang him 
for stabbing a man with a bowie knife that he 
always wore in his belt. 

“T also take back a statement I once made 
that I considered you the only honest man on the 
supreme court bench,” Broderick wrote. “You are 
the proper judge as to whether this language 
affords good grounds for offense.” 

Stripped of the grandiose verbiage of the times, 
these were just plain “fightin’ words.”’ 

Judge Terry immediately sent a formal chal- 
lenge. Broderick accepted, Both were well versed 
in the law, but like less notable duellists, they 
winked atethe. statute that banned such matches. 

Pistols were chosen aS weapons, seconds were 
named, and a date was set for the meeting at 
which each opponent would have the chance to 
satisfy his honor with bullets. 


HORTLY after midnight on September 13 a 

small procession of buggies, bearing attendants 
and spectators, started out through the eold, foggy 
darkness of San Francisco. The duelling ground 
was a rancho, about 12 miles from the city. 

Broderick had spent the night in a house 
near by. Terry appeared at the site at dawn. 
Some 80 spectators huddled in groups, shivering 
from tension and cold. 

The. seconds met, examined the eight-inch 
Belgian duelling pistols, and loaded them. 

The duellists took their positions. Each was 
examined by the other’s seconds to make sure 
protective mail was not being worn. 

The pistols were cocked and the hair triggers 
were set. Terry remained cool, but Broderick 
began to show signs of extreme nervousness. 

One, perhaps two, bright careers wouid be 
snuffed out within the next few moments. The 
gray fog enveloped the scene like a shroud. 

Calhoun Benham, ‘Terry’s second, read the 
conditions. David Colton, a Broderick second, 
announced the instructions: 

“I shall give the word ‘Fire,’ followed by the 
words ‘One,’ “Two.’ Neither party is to raise his 
pistol before the word ‘Fire,’ nor to discharge it 
after the word ‘Two.’ 

The adversaries stood silent, facing each other 
10 paces apart, their cocked pistols at their sides. 

“Gentlemen,” Colton’s voice rang out, “are you 
ready?” 

“I am ready!” Terry answered clearly. 

Broderick’s momentous reply came slowly. It 
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was several seconds before he said, “Ready.” 

“Fire! 

“One ge 

A flash spurted from Broderick’s pistol. 

He was the first to squeeze the trigger, but in 
nervousness or haste discharged his weapon before 
bringing it to a level aim. ‘The bullet struck the 
ground at Terry's feet. 

An instant later ‘Terry fired, before the count 
of “Two.” 

His aim was sure. His bullet struck Broderick 
in the right side. The wounded man _ winced, 
half-turned, then tried to straighten himself with 
all the fortitude a proud man could muster. Before 
his seconds could reach him he sank to the ground. 

“The wound is not mortal,” Terry exclaimed, 
his honor having been vindicated in blood. “I

struck him just two inches from the right.” 

Terry erred in his prediction of the outcome. 
Broderick suffered intensely four days, then died. 

Thousands of the Senator's followers surged 
through San Francisco’s streets, angrily clamor- 
ing for Terry’s life, but by the thme Terry was 
arrested and tried, nearly a year later, the cry 
for vengeance had subsided. 

Events moved so swiftly in these exciting days 
that a single incident of violence, even the killing 
of a prominent man, soon was forgotten

or otherwise, found it advantageous to serve the 
living rather than the dead. 

However, Judge Terry’s days o! strife and 
violence were not at an end. A _ hot-blooded 
Ke \tuckian by birth, he spent a lifetime in the 
miast of danger. As a youth he was a follower 
of Sam Houston in Texas and fought in the 
Mexican War. 

His hectic areer in the California gold rush 
days was follo\ed by service in the Confederate 
Army. At the end of the Civil War he returned

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to the scene of his classic duel, an event all but 
forgotten in the intervening years. 

His bowie knife still in his belt, Terry again 
stepped into a spectacular role in the celebrated 
lawsuit of Sarah Althea Hill, colorful bonanza 
queen, against William Sharon, Nevada Senator, 
who amassed a vast fortune from the fabulous 
Comstock Lode. 

Man of millions, the elderly Senator Sharon 
found himself involved in litigation with Miss Hill, 
Junoesque adventuress, better known as The Rose 
of Sharon. 

Proclaiming herself his wife, she turned to the 
courts to establish the validity of a secret mar- 
riage contract and to obtain a divorce along with 
a generous slice of Sharon’s wealth. Terry, whose 
weapons and reputation gave rim the name 


“Terry, the Terrible,” became her attorney. 

The trial dragged on for three months. There 
was testimony that The Rose of Sharon's first 
visit to the Senator’s sumptuous quarters was 
enlivened by nothing more daring than the 
tycoon’s recitation of poetry and his singing ol 
“Auld Lang Syne.” Later their association became 
more vivacious, 

“He told me how he liked the girls and couldn't 
I learn to like an old man like him,” Rose ol 
Sharon said. There was an offer of a thousand 
lollars a month, his daughter’s white horse, and 
‘lots of other things,” as inducements. 

As if her own evident charms were not suffi- 
cient, the beauteous: Rose invoked the aid of a 
sorceress, Mammy Pleasant, mysterious crone. 


HEN her romance languished Rose took her 
problem to Mammy Pleasant, who had the 
answer—her love powders. 

Compounded in mumbo-jumbo from a witches’ 
brew, the concoction was guaranteed to quicken 
the ardor of the most indifferent. The powders 
were sprinkled liberally on the floor of Sharon’s 
bedroom. Others were dropped in his whisky. 

How well they worked was related by a wit- 
ness who told of hiding in the Senator’s room. 

The defense, to Terry’s chagrin, made effective 
use of the magic and trickery Rose employed to 
work her way into Sharon’s good graces. 

Once Mammy Pleasant tied a pair of the 
Senator’s socks into a hard knot, told Rose to dip 
the toes in whisky, wear them around her left 
knee because it was nearest the heart, and be 
prepared for an outburst of affection. 

As the trial dragged on ‘Terry’s interest in 
Rose became more than that usually shown 
between attorney and client. At last the case 
ended. ‘The court upheld the validity of the 
marriage contract. It ruled that Rose was entitled 
to a divorce and a division of Sharon’s millions. 

A short time later The Rose of Sharon was 
Terry’s bride. ; 

However, the troubles of the tempestuous 
couple. were not ended by matrimony. The ruling 
in the Sharon trial was appealed. 

The case was heard in the circuit court, 
presided over by Supreme Court Justice Stephen 
J. Field, assigned to the California district, as was 
customary in those times. He ruled that the 
Sharon marriage contract was fraudulent. 

The decision threw the courtroom into an 
uproar. Mrs. Terry was on her feet shouting: 

“You have been paid!” 

Justice Field ordered the marshal to throw 
her out. She met the advancing officer with a 
stinging blow on the face. 

Terry leaped to his wife’s side and joined the 
fight vigorously. 

Rose was hauled from the courtroom fighting 


and kicking. ‘Terry, the Terrible, bowie knife in 


hand, was held back by deputies with drawn guns. 


OR their violent defiance, Terry and his wife 
were ordered to jail for six and three months, 
respectively. 

Their bitterness never died. Terry, the duellist, 
who had fought to defend his honor, was not a 
man to drop an enmity. 

A year later Terry and his wife, bound by 
train for San Francisco, alighted at Lathrop, a 
hundred miles from their destination, for break- 
fast. Inside the station dining room they came 
face to face with their mortal enemy, Justice 
Field. He was at an-adjoining table, accompanied 
by his bodyguard, U. S. Marshal David Neagle. 

Terry at once stepped to Field’s side, possibly 
unaware that Neagle was an armed guard. ‘Two 
quick blows were landed on Field’s head. 

Neagle jumped between the pair. As he did 
so, Terry’s hand slipped inside his coat pocket. 
His fingers tightened around his trusted knife. 

The marshal jerked his six-shooter. ‘Two 
quick shots rang out in the crowded dining room. 

Terry fell to the floor, dying. His wife, 
struggling to reach a loaded pistol concealed in 
her purse, was Overpowered by bystanders before 
she could fire. 

The saga of Terry, the Terrible, was ended. 

Two years after his death a dreamy-eyed 
woman, her beauty faded, was found wandering 
down San Francisco’s Montgomery street at mid- 
day in a ballroom gown, 

“I was just looking for Mammy Pleasant,” 
The Rose of Sharon told questioners. “Mammy’s 
potions always cure my troubles.” 

But Mammy’s charms could work no magic 
for her now. 

Declared insane, The Rose of Sharon was 
placed in an asylum. There she lived in a haze 
of grandeur until she died in 1937 at the age of 90.

Ferriss bent over, arms propped 
against his knees, convulsive in a sud- 
den paroxysm. His face purpled. His 
throat was clogged. Tears streamed 
from his eyes. Globules of perspira- 
tion dripped from his chin. His 
breath came in hissing wheezes. 

Dave Ferriss is a chronic sufferer 
from asthma, which annually tortures 
millions of Americans. In 1944 the 
Army had given him a medical dis- 
charge, among more than a hundred 
thousand asthma rejects. Yet since 
then, he has won 47 major league 
games — baseball’s outstanding 
pitcher. 

The crowd watched curiously as 
the Red Sox trainer trotted out with 
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his black satchel, and fumbled quickly 
among his assorted bottles for a 
small vial. He shook out a capsule, 
and Ferriss swallowed it with painful 
effort. Moments passed. Slowly, 
gradually his breath came in sucking 
gulps, laboriously at first and then 
in cool, welcome drafts. 

“Okay,” he said finally, picking 
up his glove. “I'm all right now.” 

He beat the New York’ Yankees 
by a score of 7 to 4. 

The capsule which he swallowed 
contained a medicine called “Bena- 
dryl,” a medical trade name for Beta 
Dimethylaminoethyl ether hydrochlor- 
ide. The quick relief froma seizure 
of asthma was due to the effect of 
this chemical which is believed to 
counteract histamine. Histamine plays 
the leading part in all sorts of allergy 
reactions. 

This chemical is produced within 
the body from one of the amino acids 
which make up the body’s proteins. 

Histamine is believed to be respon- 
sible for the typical swelling and 
blisters accompanying many _ skin 
rashes, the inflammation of eyes and 
the lining of the nose and the changes 
in blood pressure found in allergic 
reactions. 

This substance dilates the fine 
capillary blood vessels and so leads to 
inflammation. When some substance 
like the pollen of ragweed, dust from 
fur and feathers, irritation of woolen 
clothes, insects and other allergy- 
causing substances come into contact 
with the skin or the lungs of a sensi- 
tive person, the body’s special chemi- 
cals known as the anti-bodies rush up 
to the site of irritation. 

It is by the interaction of these 
anti-bodies with the foreign sub- 
stances that histamine is released 
from the tissues and then histamine 
causes such reactions as attacks of 
asthma. 

Ferriss has been desensitized and 
greatly benefited by inoculations of 
ragweed pollen. However, in order to 
obtain quick relief from attacks of 
asthma, he carries with. him bena- 
dry! tablets. 

“Never” said his team physician, 
(Dr. Ralph McCarthy), “have I 
known a man so handicapped to ac- 
complish so much with such courage. 
Ferriss just shrugs and says, ‘Pshaw! 
Now I know what to do about it.’” 


Benadry! was developed by doctors 
George Rieveschl and W. F. Huber of 
Cincinnati. Another drug which has 
been developed by the Ciba Labora. 
tories is pyribenzamine hydrochlor- 
ide. Aceording to Dr. C. P. Huttrer 
this drug has been found to relieve 
seasonal hay fever and hives in 
85 to 95 per cent of the cases treated. 

In the treatment of bronchial 
asthma and non-seasonal allergic hay 
fever the beneficial results have not 
been quite so high, but they still re 
main impressive. Other forms of 
allergy are also more or less relieved 
by the use of pyribenzamine. 

In three to four per cent of the 
cases the use of the drugs resulted 
in undesirable symptoms such as 
nausea, sleepiness, dryness of the 
mouth, feeling of weakness, dizziness 
and headache. 

Neither of the two drugs men 
tioned should be taken, unless pre. 
scribed by a compet@nt physician 
after examination of the individual. 

Drs. Carl Arbesman and George 
Keopf of Buffaio have found pyriben 
zamine on the whole more effective, 
and less likely to cause unpleasant 
reactions. 

The drugs have also been found 
helpful in relieving the sensitivity 
developed by the use of the sulfa 
drugs. In some cases not only the 
sulfa drugs, but also penicillin and 
streptomycin, cause certain forms of 
sensitive reactions, that is, allergy. 

Asthma in the most common cases 
appears to be an allergy like hay 
fever. However, it may also be due 
to toxins, that is,. poisonous sub- 
stances produced in the body by such 
infections as common cold, infected 
teeth and tonsils. 

In such cases the treatment of the 
infections is the basic method of deal- 
ing with asthma. 

The effect hormones have upon the 
spasms of the lung in asthma has 
been observed for a long. time. 
Epinephrine, the hormone of the 
adrenal gland, has been used for the 
relief of asthmatic spells for years. 

Now a new treatment, a form of 
insulin shock, has been developed by 
Dr. Z Godlowski of Paderewski Hos 
pital in Edinburgh, Scotland. It 
consists of the injection of certain 
amounts of insulin, which cause 
quick convulsions. 

This is a minor form of the well- 
known treatment for mental diseases. 
Insulin is one of the hormones, pro. 
duced within the body by the pancreas 
gland which is needed for using up 
the sugar in the blood. 

Insulin tinjections suddenly de. 
crease blood sugar, causing a sort of 
alarm throughout the body which re- 
sults in the discharge of the adrena.- 
lin. So the spasms of .asthma are 
relieved by relaxation of the nerve 
and muscle systems involved in 
breathing. 

At the Boston Dispensary a 24 
year-old girl was given an injection 
of epinephrine, for relief of asthmatic 
coughing and wheezing. But that 
made her worse. So a new treatment 
was tried, with exce!lent result. 

Dr. Ethan Allan Brown, her phy 
sician, gave her intravenous injection 
of a mixture of 95 per cent ethyl 
alcohol and 5 per cent glucose in sa 
line solution. She slept peacefully, and 
after the treatment had been repeated 
a couple of times, she was discharged 
from the hospital, and has remained 
without attacks of asthma for months 

Alcohol and glucose are used up 
within the body as fuel or food, while 
alcohol produced its relaxing effect, 
relieving symptoms of asthma. Dr. 
Brown's alcohol injection therapy is 
still in the experimental stage. 

At present no certain and infalli- 
ble remedy for asthma or other 
allergic conditions has been de 
veloped. Through research on hista 
mine and substances which counter 
act its eéffects within the body, 
progress is being steadily made to 
wards more successful treatment of 
allergy, including asthma, from 
which millions of people suffer.

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HE lonely figure of an 
aged man, trudging stead- 
ily through sheets of rain, 
caught the eye of a truck 
driver at dusk recently on 
a West Virginia highway. 

The lonely pedestrian 
seemed tall and strongly 
built. He wore a cap and 
a knee-length coat, with a 
broad leather belt.

next tavern and there, over 
hot coffee, the mystified 
driver told the story. 
“That was old Jan Thomp- 
son,” the counterman ex- 
plained. ‘“He’s 77 and he 
walks 40 or 50 miles every 
day, good weather or bad. 
He walks to stay alive.” 
Incredible as it may seem, 
Jan—one of the most un- 
usual patients in American 
medical lore—-has knocked 
off stints like that every 
day for 16 years. He aver- 
ages 15,000 miles per year 
or better, more than half 
the distance around the 
globe, and has _ covered 
more than 250,000 mile: 
Hundreds speak to im 
daily, but he is one of the 
world’s loneliest men. He 
dares not tarry more than 
a few minutes to chat. At 
a time of life when most old 
men cling to a seat near 
the chimney corner, Jan 
must walk—until he has 
tired himself down utterly. 
Otherwise, sharp, _ stab- 
bing pains descend from an 
old skull fracture, his 
nerves grow tense, and all 


he could never work again. 

Even light toil in his own 
garden was forbidden. A 
few minutes’ bending 
brought blinding pains. 
Night filled him with dread; 
he lay tense and sleepless 
until dawn. 

“Jan, you must walk,” a 
doctor finally told him. 
“Not just to the post office 
and back. Walk five miles, 
then ten, then more.” 

Day after day Jan’s walk 
lengthened. Now he often 
does more than 50 miles. 
He leaves home after break- 
fast, walks 18 miles east to 
Montgomery, then steps off 
26 miles to Charleston and 
heads south for home. 

Ironically, the more he’s 
traveled the more his 
strength has increased—-and 
the farther he has to walk 
to tire himself. Sometimes 
‘even a daylong hike isn’t 
enough and he paces the 
front porch for hours after. 

The greatest gift he can 
know is weariness of such 
depth -as to ring down 
swiftly, and until daybreak, 
the blessed curtain of sleep.

Are Women Smarter? 


S if economic and world 
problems weren’t 
enough, men in England are 
annoyed these days over the 
reopening of one of the 
world’s oldest arguments, a 
war between the sexes over 
that ancient, still wunan- 
swerable ques- 
tion: Are women 
smarter than 
men? 

Hundreds of 
male Britons are 
more than a lit- 
tle peeved at Dr. 
Bertrand Dax, 
London psychol- 
opgist, for bring- 
ing up the mat- 
ter. 

Dr. Dax put 
into plain words 
much that the 
men think might 
better have been 
left unsaid. 

“Men are sim- 
ple,” he wrote. 
“They are acquis- 
itive, greedy, 
bossy, ambi- 
tious, occasion- 
ally gener ous, 
sometimes kind- 
hearted, and al- 
ways grown-up 
schoolboys. 

“But a woman 
—she becomes a 
woman a couple 
of years younger than a 
man becomes a man, and 
all at once she is mature 
and secretive. She is com- 
plex. 

“Secretly, she thinks all 
men are fools (and she isn’t 
far wrong). She knows she 
could run things far better 
than they do, but in spite of 
her ideas of equality she 
never goes about having 
her way in a man’s way. 


She pulls strings, she tells 
fibs, she cajoles, she insin- 
uates—and she gets things 
done.” 

Some feminists contend 
women will seize half of 
men’s economic opportun- 
ites, but Dr. Dax doubts it. 


Most Women, Says a London Psychologist, Are Sure 
They Can Run Things Better Than Their Male Bosses. 


“However much she tries, 
woman cannot possibly win 
the battle,” he said. “She 
has an everlasting handi- 
cap; it is she who bears the 
children.” 

Women owe much of their 
smartness and resourceful- 
ness to this handicap, how- 
ever. To them falls the job 
of home-making and rear- 
ing children: What they 
lack in strength they must 


make up in wits and 
subtle feminine strategy. 

“The fact of the matter,” 
the psychologist conceded, 
“is that women are the 
bosses. They have always 
been and always will be. 


Ask any man who is hap- 


pily married.” 
As for intel- 
lect, the doctor's 
verdict is that 
man’s is better. 
But he adds that 
woman's in- 
stincts are much 
sounder and “in 
the long run, in- 
stinct will usual- 
ly beat mere in- 
telligence.”

IME and again in later years Harry ‘Thaw, 


told his trusted confidant, William C.,Dan- 

nenberg, that when he made Evelyn Nesbit 
his bride in April, 1905, he felt that he had a 
right to expect that he and she could now settle 
down to a normal, happy life together. But this 
was not to be. 

Stanford White, the man who had deceived and 
enslaved Evelyn at the age of 16 years and nine 
months, could not bring himself to accept defeat. 

He would not let the old wounds heal. He in- 
tensified his efforts to blacken Thaw’s character, 
and to break up the marriage. 

He scoffed at reports that the newlyweds were 
happy together. He confidently predicted that 
Evelyn would soon be his again. 

Thanks to a campaign of what amounted to 
bribery—-a campaign which started before he first 
deceived Evelyn—White had the girl’s own mother 
on his side. 

Since early 1904, after White threatened to kill 
his rival, the latter had carried a gun whenever 
he was in New York. 

Meanwhile Thaw gathered evidence, through 
private investigators, the New York Society for 
the Suppression of Vice, and other agencies, which 
showed that Evelyn had been only one among

many girls victimized by White and his circle of 
well-protected associates. 

Thaw became convinced that the architect, 
for all his charm and genius, ¢onstituted a menace 
to society and belonged in jail. 

Late in the spring of 1906, the couple made 
plans to go abroad with Mrs. Thaw Sr., but the 
boats were crowded at that season so Mrs. Thaw 
sailed ahead of them, and Harry got reservations 
aboard the Kaiserin Augusta for June 28th. 

This was a matter that seemed inconsequential 
at the time—this fact that they did not sail with 
Mrs. Thaw but had to wait for another boat. 

On Monday, the 25th, Thaw picked up his 
tickets at the steamship office on lower Broad- 
way, then spent the afternoon playing bridge 
whist, at which he was an acknowledged expert. 

After that he rejoined Evelyn at the Hotel 
Lorraine, where they were staying, and they 


dressed for dinner and the theatre. 

Now occurred another seemingly unimportant 
matter. They had intended to dine at Sherry’s 
with Tommy McCaleb, a friend from the West 
Coast, but then they encountered another ac 
quaintance, Truxton Beale, and he joined them. 


A* BEALE was not in formal attire, they decided 
not to dine at Sherry’s; they went instead 
to the Cafe Martin, on Fifth near 26th st. This 
change in plans produced a significant incident. 

The party took a table inside, avoiding the 
prominence of the terrace which overlooked the 


avenue. Thaw sat with his back to the great 
white and gold room through which fashionably 
dressed patrons made their way to the balcony. 
As usual, he had eyes only for Evelyn, gowned 
in a white summer dinner frock and a black pic- 
ture hat. Her child-like beauty always seemed

most striking in the setting of a glittering 
restaurant. 

“She is the type,” a reporter was to remark, 
“that needs admiration and luxury, gayety, fine 
clothes, jewels and flowers to bring out the sou! 
of beauty in her big melancholy eyes.” 

Suddenly Thaw saw her shudder. 

“What is it, darling?” he asked. 

She shook her head and managed a reassuring 
smile. 

“Are you ill?” 

Again she shook her head. 


OME while later during the meal, Evelyn 
slipped him a note. He read the words: 
“The B. has been here but has gone out.” 
Thaw looked at her. 

“Are you all right?” . 
She nodded. 

Thaw felt the gun in his pocket, and relaxed. 
Their friends remained unaware of what had 

between them. 

White had dined at Martin’s with his son and 
a Classmate of the boy at Har- 
vard. Afterward he accompanied 
the boys to the Amsterdam The- 
atre, dropped them off there, 
then headed downtown again. 

Presently, having arrived quite 

late, White was sitting alone at 

a table in the roof theatre atop 

the original Madison Square Gar- 

den, which he had designed and 

in which he still had substantial 

interest. 

The occasion was the opening 

night of “Mamzelle Champagne,” 

a musical whose cast included 

another young girl who had at- 

tracted his eye. 

. Fate saw to it that the Thaws 

were there, too. 

Their chairs were quite far 
back, so they did not see White, 
seated near the stage. 

Thaw, bored with the low-grade 

entertainment, visited other tables 

and chatted with acquaintances, 
none of whom noticed anything 

startling or even unusual about 

his behavior. 

The show was still going on 
when they decided they’d seen 
enough and prepared to leave. 

Many an eye turned as Evelyn 

and Beale led the way through 

the gayly lighted and decorated 

‘theatre toward the elevator that 

would carry them to the street. 

Thaw, paired with McCaleb, 

glanced at the stage, then looked 
to his left to seek out any familiar faces. 

At that instant he saw White near the stage. 

“What was the condition of his mind,” Chief 
Defense Attorney Delmas was to ask the jury, 
“when he saw the form, the hideous form of the 
man who had caused so much suffering to him 
and his wife? 

“If you have been in danger, if there have 
ever been moments when your life was hanging 
on a thread, you know that men under those 
circumstances take life lightly, and that their 
minds go back over the past like forks of 
lightning. 

“Harry Thaw saw in a panorama the whole 
picture of the past. He saw this man in the form 
of a friend and protector insidiously laying his 
plans to get into the confidence of the mother 
and daughter. 


“LAE SAW him paying money to the mother in 
order that she might absent herself from 
:the city, so that he might perpetrate the ruin he 
had in mind. 

“He saw him plying this child with wine, in- 
flaming her youthful imagination with the luxury 
of her surroundings. He saw her losing her mind 
and senses under the power of the drugs. 

“He saw her in the hideousness of it all. 

“He saw him (White) the next_morning kiss 
the hem of her garment. He saw her stretched 
out on the bed of sickness. 

“He saw her in Paris, as he lifted her as a 
mother carries her first-born. He remembered his 
proposal of marriage, her refusal and the agonized 
accents of her story. He saw the renewal of the 
pledges of love and his vows that he would marry 
her. 

“He saw this man poisoning her mind with 
infamous stories. Then he saw her once again 
rescued and restored to him again. He saw her 
when he led her to the altar and made her his 
bride. He saw the same man saying ‘I’]] get her 
back again.’ 

“Then his mind reeled, and the tower where 
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reason stood enthroned tottered.” 

Thaw himself was to write long afterward: 

“I said, ‘Excuse me’ to McCaleb, the others 
being ahead. some yards. 

“I saw a path from the stage to his table— 
if I had gone directly, he would not have seen 
me. 
“I walked to the stage and turned toward him 
so that he must see me coming.” 

Thaw fired the first shot from a distance of 
12 feet, then moved closer and fired two more 
shots. White was struck in the left eye, mouth, 
and left shoulder. He died instantly. 

The spectators sat rooted in their chairs. 
Many wondered whether this noisy interruption 
might be part of the show. 

Then, as realization dawned, Thaw, in a panic- 
quelling gesture, lifted the gun high in the air by 
the barrel, strode back through the slack-jawed

on-lookers, and handed his weapon to a fireman on 
duty in the theatre. Then he went to. Evelyn, 
“My God, Harry, what have you done?” she

The spectacular shooting of the nation’s most 
noted architect, in a setting that might have been 
dreamed up by a later-day scenarist, amounted to 
a bomb-burst of paralyzing concussion. 

It seemed to give various individuals shell- 
shock and make them act queer. 

Almost before the accused man could don a 
change of clothes in Tombs prison, Thaw rela- 
tives and lawyers—whose specialty was not 
criminal law-——decided that he “must have been 
crazy,” and agreed among themselves that he 
should be hustled into an institution, and the less 
fuss and publicity the better. 

His own reaction to this was one of disrnay 
which later developed into furious resentment, 
since he wanted the whole story aired in court, 
and the case tried strictly on its merits as a 
justifiable homicide. 

In New York, the event threw White’s in- 
timateés into a state of extreme, almost patholo- 
gical, panic. 

Immediately, as one man, like an army over- 
whelmed, they abandoned their general and went 
into full retreat. AS one man, they scurried away 
from this Thing as from a plague. 

They locked their doors, buried their heads 
under the bedclothes, and spoke not a word for 
their leader. 

The evil that men do lives after them: 
The good Is oft interred with their bones.

WM ever a man’s associates convicted him 
of the accusations raised against him, Stanford 
White's friends convicted him by their silence. 


GATING nothing, these muted pals in effect 
‘echoed the words of a Broadway cabman 
who was quoted in the Tribune as saying: 
“I knew that fellow would be 
killed sooner or later, but I 
thought it would be a father who 
would do it, not a husband.” 
Only one friend, Charles Mc- 
Kim, a partner in White’s firm, 
followed the body to the grave. 
That same day, Thursday, the 
= a New York World headline 
read: 


MEN IN WHITE’S SET 
SHIVER AND KEEP QUIET 


The World reported: 

“No longer than last winter he 
went to Field’s Theatre one night 
and became interested in a chorus 
girl of startling beauty who was 
appearing in ‘It Happened in 
Nordland.’ 

“An introduction followed, but 
two days later White discovered 


that the girl had a father and his™ 


attentions ceased, 

“Not three weeks later her 
father died; Stanford became 
more attentive than ever. He sent 
the young woman quantities of 
rare flowers and gave her jewels 
and expensive trinkets and in the 
end won her.” 

Thaw himself was to write that 
within a week the forces of sup- 
pression began to function very 
effectively, that newspapers gen- 
erally turned against him, and 
that in New York only the Amer- 

ican and Evening Journal—the papers of William 
Randolph Hearst—refused to be influenced. 

“They,” he declared, “could not be cheated.” 

On Friday, the 29th, Arthur Brisbane’s edi- 
torial in the Evening Journal declared: 

“If the charges brought against the murdered 
man are true, they can be brought against the 
others—-his companions. 

“THIS TRIAL FOR MURDER SHOULD ExX- 
POSE THEM, IF THEY ARE GUILTY. 

“It should acquit the memory of Stanford 
White and cleanse the now smirched characters 
of his intimate associates, if the charges brought 
are untrue.

ERE, the insect scientists 

will study the physiol- 
ogy, anatomy, daily feeding 
and sleeping habits, and 
biology of the insects in the 
minutest detail. 

Science already knows 
that insects are subject to 
infectious diseases, very 
much like human beings. 
Insect enemies include pro- 
tozoa, .microscopic animal- 
culae; bacteria, like the or- 
ganisms which cause pneu- 
monia in man; fungi, akin 
to those which cause ath- 
lete’s foot, and virus, the 
half-living, half-dead parti- 
cle that gives such dread 
diseases as infantile paraly- 
sis- and yellow fever. to 
human beings. 

The scientists 
make the disease war a 
kind of commando. cam- 
paign. It will be so specific 
that only certain disease- 
carriers will attack certain 
insects. In this way, .bene- 
ficial insects like bees and 
siikworms will be spared. 

Over 100 species of in- 
sect-deadiy germs are al- 
ready known to entomolo- 
gists. No doubt, research at 
Insect House will uncover 
many more.

NFORTUNATELY, how- 

ever, scientists in the 
past have had only initial 
success in disease control of 
insects. After the first few 
encouraging epidemics, the 
insects again thrived. 

Early in this century, a 
Mexican entomologist by 
the name of d’Herelle was 
able to bring locusts under 
control with a baccilus dis- 
ease. He was so success- 
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Insect Enemies. 


California program hopes to 
eliminate this type of failure 
caused by a hit-and-miss 
method. The San Francisco 
scientists are adopting a 
precision scientific approach 
that will find exactly what 
causes what disease to what 
insect, and when. 

To obtain this informa- 
tion, Dr. Steinhaus has sug- 
gested the ‘systematic bio- 
logical study of insects as 
thorough as that of man. 
Such research on insects 
sometimes takes strange 
forms. Recently, for ex- 
ample, investigators at the 
Connecticut Agricultural Ex- 
perimental Station per- 
formed a miniature surgical 
operation on a mosquito. 
They succeeded in trans- 
planting the kidneys of an 
adult Yellow Fever mosqui- 
to to a pupa, an embryonic 
form of the mosquito. 

Experiments of this kind 
provide information as to 
the most susceptible stage 
in the life of an insect to 
disease. 


N indication of the effec- 

tiveness of germ war- 
fare on insects is the ex- 
tinction in Northeastern 
United States that will soon 
come to the Japanese Beetle, 
that alien terror of all plant 
life. The _  beetle-killer is 
known as “Milky Disease,” 
an epidemic which is caused 
by bacteria. 

DDT and other chemical 
agents often wipe out good 
and bad insects indiscrimi- 
nately. Also, unless used 
with extreme caution, they 
may sometimes be danger- 
ous to bird and animal life. 
Germ onslaught has _ the 
great advantage over all of 
these of being harmful only 
to specific insects. 

In addition, it is hoped 
that research in insect dis- 
eases will yield valuable in- 
formation in saving such 
delicate, enormously valu- 
able insects as bees and silk- 
worms from epidemics. Peb- 
rine, for example, a deadly 
silkworm ailment, may be 
brought under control,

Elizabeth’s efforts to keep 
teen-agers home. The owner 
of a dance hall is prosecut- 
ed if he permits children 
under 18 on his premises.

And minors under 18 are 
not allowed in poolrooms 
without parent or guardian. 
Even cigarettes are not 
permitted to be sold to teen- 
agers under 18.

“Creating Rayon and Wool 


By Dorie Denison 


HRINKPROOF, water- 

proof, spotproof, fire- 
proof, and mothproof fab- 
rics are realities, thanks to 
new chemical “proof” treat- 
ments which are bringing 
a revolution in modern 
fibers and fabrics. 


Shrinkage Control 
EPARTMENT stores 
have indicated that their 
most important demand 
from shoppers is for shrink- 
proof merchandise. 
Preshrunk cotton fabrics 
have long been on the 
market. Now scientists have 
developed a process which 
produces the same result in 
rayon. Materials containing 
rayon or acetate which 
have undergone such a 
process will not shrink or 
stretch as a result of nor- 
mal laundering procedures, 
which means they need not 
be segregated from cottons 
on wash day. 


Woolens 

W OOLENS tend to shrink 

more than any other 
fabric, so it is good news to 
learn that this problem is 
being solved too. New pro- 
cesses virtually eliminate 
shrinkage and do away with 
the danger of matting or 
felting. Such treatments are 
most practical 
knitted goods such as wool- 
en socks and underwear. 


Spot Resistance 

NE of the newest tricks 

in finishes is an invisi 
ble plastic coating for lunch 
and table cloths which pro- 
tects them against almost 
anything, but leaves the 
fee] of the fabric unchanged. 
Restaurant proprietors §re- 
fer to them as the “doodler’s 
delight.” They can be de- 
faced with pencil, fountain 


now for 


pen ink, coffee, catsup or 
soup and then wiped clean 
with a damp cloth. 

The new plastic film is 
applied in layers only one- 
thousandth of an inch thick, 
and withstands washing, al- 
though wipe-off cleaning 
works for many weeks. It 
can be applied equally well 
to draperies, slipcovers and 
other upholstery fabrics. 

Waterproof Finishes 

ATERPROOF and 

water-repellent finishes 
are no longer new in the 
textile field, but the older 
ones had to be re-applied 
after every washing or dry- 
Cleaning job. Newer fin- 
ishes, however, are truly 
permanent and give lifetime 
protection to the fabrics,

g Por resistant work 
clothes for men consist- 
ing of a trimly tailored 
shirt, trousers and jacket 
are made of rugged cotton 
treated with a durable re- 
pellent§ finish. Raindrops 
roll off the fabric. Dirt stays
